■ He added that policemen have 
norighrtoask a person, who is 
not a suspect* where he is coming 
from or going to. His duties are 
limited to checking the car regis- 
tration book and driving licence, 
noting any violations. But the 
police are within their rights to 
question a person near vital ins- 
tallations such as- oil terminals 
etc. 

- Police are not entitled to ask 
any woman accompanying the 
driver as to their relationship, or 
if they are husband and wife. He 
can; however, ask to see her iden- 
tity card- The police can ask 
questions if the couple are found 
in a compromising situation, if 
police receive complaints agai nst 
the couple or if police suspect 
that the woman has been kidnap- 
ped or threatened. 

A1 Hajji pointed out that the 
police are losing patience with 
the recklessness ofsome drivers, 
especially youths who threaten 
lives of innocent pedestrians and 
other drivers including their 
own. 

Every effort is being made to 


arrest such drivers and stop races 
among them at night. 

The official was critical of 
parents who did not impress 
upon tbeir children the impor- 
tance of strictly adhering to the 
traffic code-of-conduct. 

The brigadier said that citizens 
could call the telephone number 
199 for any emergency. He dis- 
closed that response would be 
immediate. The caller should, 
however, be dear in his answers 
relating to his house address and 
telephone number and other 
information sought, that may 
help police in rendering him ass- 
istance. 

Capable 

He added, the emergency 
patrols also play an active role in 
controlling traffic in the same 
manner as traffic patrols and 
added that traffic work con- 
stitutes about 70 per cent of the 
total work of the emergency 
police patrols. 

Emergency policemen possess 
the same authority as traffic 
policemen with regard <o traffic 


violations, he said and added 
that the ministry rewards 
policemen who excel in their 
duties or caLch criminals during 
their normal duties. 

Efforts are being made to 
provide each emergency patrol 
vehicle with a computer capable 
of giving the patrol car instant 
information on any suspected 
vehicle instead of having to con- 
tact the control room as at 
present. However, this would 
take some time to achieve, he 
said. 

The official explained that the 
emergency police department 
was established in 1956 and was 
called the information depart- 
ment. In 1 959 it was renamed and 
has a separate building situated 
at the 6th Ring Road. 

The administration is equip- 
ped with the latest equipments 
and has hot lines with all govern- 
ment establishments ana minis- 
tries. Staff of the administration 
aim at being at the site of a crime 
in the shortest possible time, 
keeping the crime level at a min- 
imum and protecting people and 
their property.

“Thefjgh ting stages of the sexual 
revolution are over, but 
there’s no retreat. Women 
still care passionately about 
sex." said Woman’s Day 
editor in chief Ellen Levine. 

No margin of error was given for 
the survey, which was con- 
ducted by having readers of 
the magazine fill in and mail 
back a questionnaire. 

Emotional 

Though one in three gave her 
man a “10” for his sexual 
prowess in bed, only 12 per 
cent rate their mates a “10” 
romantically and 38 per cent 
reported they were very satis- 
fied with the emotional 
intimacy in their marriages. 

"People "often assume that, 
women who have affairs — or 
consider them — are looking 
for sex, but our r — stron- 
gly suggest that women are 
longing For romance ins- 
tead,” Levine said.

“Day after day Mr Shamir’s 
government is becoming like that 
of South Africa because in both 
countries some people have 
rights and others have none.” 

Accusing Shamir of lack of 
vision, Mellor said: “I hope the 
Israelis will realise that great 
countries are led only by leaders 
having the talent of vision ... 
What future can there be for the 
Israeli people in territories held

by armed force on all sides? None 
at all.” 

During a visit to Israel and the 
occupied territories last January. 
Mellor made strongly criticaj 
remarks that enraged Israeli 
leaders. 

After a visit to Gaza's Jabaliya 
refugee camp, Mellor said that 
“conditions here are, I think, an 
affront to civilised values. 


IRAN intends to use hired peo- 
ple from oLher countries to dis- 
rupt this month’s annual M uslim 
pilgrimage in Makkah, a senior 
Saudi Arabian official has said. 

Tehran has accused Riyadh of 
barring Iranian pilgrims. In 
June. Iran said it would boycott 
the haj and called on other 
Muslims to demonstrate in the 
holy places. 

“Iranian spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Khomeini and his hel- 
pers intend lo slip some hired 
elements of different nation- 
alities among the pilgrims to 
carry out acts of sabotage.” Al 
Sevassah newspaper quoted Pil- 
grimage AfTairs and Endow- 
ments Minister Sheikh Abdul- 
Wahhab Abdul-Wasic as saying. 
Nature 

He said their plans included 
“noisy demonstrations, heretic 
chants and foolish practices 
carried out by (Iranian) 
Revolutionary Guards at last 
year's pilgrimage.” 

Saudi Arabia accused Iran of 
corrupting the religious nature of 
the haj last year by turning iL into 
a political demonstration. 

Iran said pilgrims had therighl 
to demonstrate. 

Sheikh Abdul-Wahhab 


reiterated Saudi statements that 
Iranian pilgrims were welcomed 
as long as Lheir numbers did not 
exceed the figure reached under a 
quota system introduced by 
Riyadh for this year’s haj. 

Saudi Arabia earlier this 
month warned pilgrims of severe 
punishment if they attempted to 
preach political ideas or import 
propaganda during the haj. 

Riyadh’s quota system allows 
countries to send one pilgrim for 
every 1 .000 people, meaning Iran 
would be allowed to send up to 

45.000 compared with the 

150.000 it sent last year. 

Saudi Arabia cut diplomatic 
links with Iran in April, raakingit 
difficult, if not impossible, for 
Iranians to obtain entry visas for 
the kingdom. 

Officials in Saudi Arabia said 
pilgrims arriving without visas 
would be turned back at the bor- 
ders. 

The director of the Saudi pass- 
ports department. Maj. Gen. 
Fahed Mohammed Al Shareef. 
disclosed that till yesterday, 
685.487 pilgrims had arrived in 
Saudi Arabia. 

A total of 450,670 people 
arrived by air, 200,749 by land 
and 34.068 by sea.

Gulf war ‘nearing an end’ 


BEIRUT, July 16, (KUNA): 
Kuwait's Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
Al Ahmed wasquoted here today 
as expressing hope that the eight- 
year-old G ulf war was neari ng an 
end. 

“The latest developments (in 
the Gulf region) must have an 
impact and the war must stop.” 
Sheikh Sabah said in a statement 
published here in Lebanese 
weekly Al Nahar Al Arabi Wal 
Dawli. 

He said Arab leaders he had 
met in a recent tour very much 
appreciaied Kuwait’s drive lo 


contain the explosive situation in 
the Gulf region. 

Sheikh Sabah earlier this 
month visited Baghdad, Damas- 
cus and Amman where he con- 
veyed messages from HH the 
Amir of Kuwait to Presidents 
Saddam Hussein, Hafez Al 
Assad and King Hussein. 

He was further quoLed as say- 
ing that Syria promised it would 
do whatever it can lo halt the 
Iran-lraq war after it has been 
established that neither 
belligerent can win a decisive vic- 
tory on the baltlefront. 


KARACHI. July 16, ( Reuter]: 
More than 50.000 Muslim 
women, some veiled and others 
armed, demanded peace and jobs 
for Pakistan's mohajir commun- 
ity at what police said was the 
biggest rally of women in Pakis- 
tan. 

Women members of the 
Mohajir Quami Movement 
(MQM) wielding Kalashnikov 
assault rifles kepi vigil as speak- 
ers at yesterday evening's rally 
passed resolutions demanding 
more job and educational chan- 
ces for mohajirs. 

Hundreds of riot police, 
including policewomen, stood 
apart from the meeting and did 
not interfere. 


More than 500 people have 
been killed in clashes in southern 
Pakistan over the past 2 1 months 
between immigrants from for- 
mer parts of British India and 
Pashtuns from North-West 
Frontier Province, hospital sour- 
ces say. 

Peace 

MQM chief Altaf Hussain 
told the meeting the movement 
believed in peace. ”We are not 
against any nationality, we are 
struggling for our just rights” he 
said. 

Police said the rally, on a 
Karachi playing field, was the 
biggest held by women in Pakis- 
tan and could have been the lar- 
gest in southern Asia.

Security Council seeks middle ground 


UNITED NATIONS, July 16. 
(Reuter): Members of the 
Security Council have stepped 
up the search for a position on 
the Iran Airbus tragedy that 
might give the Iranians some sat- 
isfaction without deeply o Rend- 
ing the United States. 

Further debate on the down- 
ing 1 3 days ago oflran Air flight. 
655 with all 290 on board will 
continue on Monday. 

. One Western delegate said die 
challenge was Lo find wording 
acceptable lo Washington, 
which has termed t he downing an 
accident, while not driving the 
Iranians away empty-handed 
and weakening further UN 
influence in ending the Iran-lraq 
war. 

Al ihe same lime, he said, Iran 
must accept the fact that outright 
condemnation of the United 
Slates was impossible. 

Iran, which is npl a member of 


tiiu Security Council, “doesn't 
have a sponsor” to push its posi- 
tion. the delegate said. 

Asked later by reporters to 
assess his nation’s demand for 
condemnation of the United 
States, Iranian Foreign Minister 
Ali Akbar Velayati said: “We’ll 
wait and see.” 

Washington, which has 
offered compensation to the vic- 
tims, has automatic veto power 
over any council resolution. 

Asked if ihe downing of the 
Iranian Airbus by the US cruiser 
Vincennes on July 3 was 
premeditated, Velayati said: 
“The evidence shows dial.” 

Climbing 

A transcript of radio calls 
released by Iran indicates the 

Airbus was climbing from 12.000 
lo 14,000 feet when it was shot 
down. 

The Pentagon has said ihecap- 
tainoflhe Vincennes believed the

In the council, a range of 
delegates praised the Iranians for 
taking their case to the United 
Nations — their first such 
initiative in three decades — and 
called for renewed international 
efforts to end the eight-year-old 
war. 

Several delegates said the need 
now was to press for implemen- 
tation of the unanimous council 
demand for a ceasefire adopted 
here a year ago on Wednesday. 

So far. Iran has not accepted 
the UN ceasefire call. 

West Germany said Iran's call 
for a Security Council session on 
the Airbus incident offered a re- 
newed opportunity for the world 
body lo help end ihe war. 

“We have noted carefully that 
the Iranian side has appealed lo 


the Security Council, thus open- 
ing the way to responsible reac- 
tion instead of being carried 
away by^an emotional public 
opinion." West Germany’s 
Ambassador Hans-Joachim 
Vergau said. 

pie only Gulf state represen- 
tative apart from Velayati to 
speak so fur in the council debate, 
Mohammad Al Shaali of the 
UAJE, put full responsibility for 
the incident on the United States 
because, he said, the naval com- 
manderdid not make sure he was 
firing at a military target. 

There had been many instan- 
ces of "interference" by foreign 
worships in the Gulf with civilian 
airliners, said Ai Shaali, who 
reported he lost relatives in the 
disaster. 

He did not list ihe previous 
instances of naval "interference” 
but said US authorities had been 
notified. 


No Egyptian 
riot police in 
Saudi Arabia: 
Prince Nayef 

BAHRAIN. July 16. (Reuter): 
Saudi Arabia denied today that 
Egyptian para-military police 
had arrived to help prevent a 
repetition of last year’s rioting 
during the Muslim pilgrimage 
this month. 

The denial was made by 
Interior Minister Prince Nayef al 
a news conference in the Muslim 
holy city of Makkab reported by 
the official Saudi Press Agency 
(SPA). 

Gulf-based Arab diplomats 
told Reuters on Tuesday that 

1.000 hand-picked men had 
arrived in the kingdom to help 
police the annual pilgrimage 
(haj). Egyptian Interior Minister 
Zaici Badr denied the report: 

SPA quoted Prince Nayef as 
inviting correspondents to see 
for themselves that there were no 
Egyptian riot police in the king- 
dom. 

“I am the interior minister and 
1 have no knowledge of such for- 
ces. The Egyptian interior mini- 
ster has no knowledge of such 
forces. How can (Reuters) con- 
firm their presence," he asked in 
reply to a question. 

Prince Nayef said Saudi 
Arabia relied on its own security 
forces and population to defend 
its security and the security of 
pilgrims. 

Haj on July 23 

BAHRAIN. July 16, (Agencies): 
Saudi Arabia has ruled that the 
Muslim holy month of haj. or 
pilgrimage, began on July 15. 
Haj will be on July 23 and the Eid 
Al Adha feast will begin on July 
24. 

A statement issued by the 
Royal Court and carried by the 
Saudi Press Agency said the 
superior judicial council had 
determined that Friday was the 
first day of the month ofZulhaj. 

The Eid Al Adha feast falls on 
the 10th day ofZulhaj.

NICOSIA. July 16. (AP): Nine 
badly decomposed bodies from 
the I ran Air jetliner downed by a 
US missile over the southern 
Gulf were recovered in the past 
two days.

The recoveries brought lo 179 
the number of bodies pulled from 
the Gulf, it said.

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Premier 
in last 
minute 
talks with 
Bush 

WASHINGTON, July 16, 
(KUNA): HH the Crown Prince 
and Prime Minister of Kuwait. 
Sheikh Saad Al Abdullah yester- 
day held talks with two top 
Reagan administration officials 
on relations between the two 
countries. 

Bush invited the Crown Prince 
to his residence in Washington. 
The unscheduled meeting lasted 
for an hour. 

Later yesterday, the White 
House National Security Advi- 
ser, Collin Powell, visited Sheikh 
Saad at his hotel and also held 
talks for more than an hour. 

Private 

Earlier in the day Sheikh Saad 
met Assistant Secretary of State 
for the Near East. Richard Mur- 
phy. 

Sheikh Saad will end his six- 
day visit to Washington today, 
and leaves for Europe for a 
private visit before reluming lo 
Kuwait. 

During his visit Sheikh Saad 
held talks with President Reagan 
and other high ranking US 
officials. He also met the SenaLe 
and House Foreign Relations 
Committees. 

He also addressed American 
newsmen al the National Press 
Club of Washington. 

Sheikh Saad’s talks in Washing- 
ton mostly dealt with Kuwait's 
proposed purchase of 40 F-IS 
fighters, and Maverick and other 
missiles from the US. 

The Senate, by voice vote 
earlier this week, barred the sale 
of Maverick surface-to-air mis- 
siles to Kuwait as part of the S 1 .9 
billion arms package. 

Agreed 

US and Kuwaiti officials have 
agreed the sale must be con- 
sidered a package, and if the 
Maverick portion is not 
approved, the F-I8 deal would 
probably be cancelled by Kuwait 
in favour of aircraft from 
another country. 

Sheikh Saad said he had asked 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee lo reconsider the bar 
to the sale. 

Reagan, after meeting with the 
Crown Prince on Tuesday, 
vowed to push the sale forward, 
saying Kuwait is essential to US 
policy in the volatile region. 

The Israeli government, 
backed up by the American 
Israel Public Affairs Committee 
lobbying group, opposes the sale 
of Mavericks lo Kuwait. 

US and Kuwaiti officials said 
they are exploring ways of get- 
ting around the Congressional 
ban, in Lhe event the Senate does 
not reconsider. 


Death in 
a freezer 

CLEVELAND. Ohio, July 16, 
(Agencies): An eighi-y ear-old 
boy trapped in a freezer where he 
had gone for ice cream died yes- 
terday after being revived for a 
time by doctors, a hospital spok- 
esman said. 

The child’s father told doctors 
he had reported his son missing 
about noon on Thursday, when 
temperatures soared in the heat- 
wave gripping much of the coun- 
try. 

The father. Dale Krogg, said 
he found his son six hours later 
when he opened the chest freezer 
to get meal for dinner. 

Joseph Krogg, of Sheffield 
Lake, Ohio, died yesLerday after- 
noon. Dr Stephen Evans, emer- 
gency room director at St Joseph 
Hospital said. 

He was brought to St Joseph 
on Thursday with a temperature 
of 70 degrees Fahrenheit (21 
Centigrade i. Frost had formed 
on his body and he had no pulse. 
Evans said.

Warsaw Pact leaders concerned on arms race 

Call to stop military spending 


WARSAW, July 16, (AP): 
Leaders of the seven-nation 
Warsaw Pact expressed support 
today for an East-West 
moratorium on increases in 
military spending and called for 
new talks before the end of the 
year on reducing conventional 
arms. 

The communist allies also sig- 
ned a separate statement at the 
end of a two-day conference, 
expressing concern about the 
effects of the arms race on the 
environment. 

The state-run news agency 
PAP said the documents con- 
tained “important new ideas 
(that) serve to consolidate 
positive European and world 
tendencies in questions of disar- 
mament ana making them 
irreversible." 

Deputy Foreign Minister 
Henryk Jaroszek was quoted by 
PAP as saying the statement on 
reducing conventional arms and 
troops has “great significance." 

New talks 

"The countries of the Warsaw 
Pact spoke for starting new disar- 
mament negotiations during 
1988,” he said. 

Discussing the need for con- 
ventional force reductions in 
Europe, Jaroszek said at a 
separate news briefing that the

Black woman 
murdered 
in New York 

KINGSTON, N.Y., July 16, 
(Reuter): A black woman has 
been found murdered with racial 
epithets scratched on her body 
not far from the town where 
black teenager Tawana Brawley 
was found eight months ago with 
similar marks on her body. 

Police have called in the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) to determine whether there 
is any connection between the 
death of Anna Kithcart, 19, and 
the puzzling Brawley case, which 
has dominated headlines in the 
US for eight months. 

Kithcart’s body was found on 
Tuesday in a wooded area of 
Kingston, 60 miles north of New 
York City. A homeless man was 
arrested when he was discovered 
sexually assaulting the body but 
districtattomey Michael Kavan- 
augh refused to say whether he 
was suspected in the killing. 

Brawley, who- has refitted to 
co-operate with police, claimed 
shortly after she was found that 
she had been abducted and raped 
by six white men, including one 
who wore a police-type badge. 
Her advisors, attorneys C. Ver- 
non Mason and Alton Maddox, 
and the Reverend A1 Sbarpton, 
claim that local officials engaged 
in a cover-up. 

Sharplon plans to lead a con- 
tingent to the Democratic con- 
vention in Atlanta next week, to 
protest against the handling of 
the case. 

Because Brawley refuses to 
testify. New York state attorney 
general Robert Abrams has 
speculated that “there may not 
have been any crime committed 
here." No suspects have been 
named in the case.

Offensive 

The summit talks were more 
open that in past Warsaw' Pact 
meetings, said Jerzy Nowak, 
another foreign ministry official. 

“The style is definitely dif- 
ferent in the sense of rejecting 
some ceremonial approaches 
and the repeating of long empty, 
formulas which were used very’ 
often in these bodies before,” he 
said. 

Speaking at a dinn er attended 
by the leaders last night, con- 
ference host Gen. Wojciech 
Jaruzelski of Poland said a 
“peace offensive" was under way 
in the socialist countries. 


Pact members have recently 
put forward “a number of valua- 
ble, original initiatives" in amis 
control, he said. “Their active 
character and importance were 
underlined today at this meet- 
ing." 

Romanian leader Nicolae 
Ceausescu, in a dinner toast 
published by PAP, called for new 
talks on banning battlefield 
nuclear weapons from Europe. 

Ceausescu called for new East- 
West talks on the subject of tac- 
tical nuclear weapons that 
remain outside the scope of the 
new US-Soviet treaty to scrap 
intermediate-range and shorter- 
rahge nuclear missiles. 

The US-Soviet rNF Treaty 
was a step toward disarmament 
but- “the dangerous course of 
events has not yet been radically 
changed .-toward detente, 
cooperation and peace,” the 
Romanian leader said. 

New thinking 

He proposed that “talks on 
complete removal of any shorter- 
range nuclear weapons from the 
European continent should be 
started as soon as possible,” 
along with planned talks this fall 
on reducing conventional forces. 

Jaruzelski, whose toast was 
distributed to reporters, also 
pointed to proposals made by 
Gorbachev in a speech Monday 


to the Polish Parliament as an 
example of "new, long-range 

thinking.” 

Gorbachev urged a renewed 
effort to break a deadlock with 
NATO over reducing conven- 
tional forces in Europe, suggest- 
ing a Pan-European conference 
and a withdrawal of some War- 
saw Pact air forces in exchanges 
for the West's giving up plans to 
deploy 72 F-16 fighter-bombers 
in Italy. 

The proposals, already, had 
been rejected by the.- United 
States. • . ■ 

“Europe can and should shed 
its armament shackles” that limit 
economic, scientific and cultural 
development between East and 
West, Jaruzelski told, his 
colleagues. But at the same time, 
he tied Poland’s future to the 
Soviet Union, saying his coun- 
try's alliance with Moscow forms 
“the basis of secure, peace/ut 
existence and successful develop- 
ment of Poland.” 

Other leaders taking part in 
the summit at the stately council 
of ministers palace, where the 
treaty of Warsaw setting up the 
alliance was signed in 955, were 
Erich Honecker of East Ger- 
many, Todor Zhivkow of Bul- 
garia, Karoly Grosz of Hungary 
and Milos Jakes of Cze- 
choslovakia. 


Mandela rejects Pretoria’s 
gesture on his birthday 


JOHANNESBURG. July 16. 
(Reuter): Jailed black nationalist 
Nelson Mandela and his wife 
Winnie have rejected the South 
African government's offer of a 
special prison visit to mark his 
70th birthday next Monday. 

The government said it would 
let Mandela’s whole family join 
him two at a time for six hours 
instead of the 40-minute visit 
usually allowed at Cape Town's 
Potlsmoor prison. 

But the family's lawyer said 
that neither Mandela nor his wife 
wantedprivileges denied to other 
people jailed for opposing apar- 
theid race laws. 

Mandela, a leader of the outl- 
awed African National Congress 
(ANC), was jailed in 1962. He 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in June 1964forconspiring 
to overthrow the slate and blow- 
ing up power pylons. v 


President P.W. Botha offered 
him freedom in 1985 if he 
repudiated the violence used by 
the ANC under its exiled leaders 
in Lusaka. Mandela refused. 

His latest refusal was confir- 
med by a government news 
release which said: “Today, of 
his own accord, Mr Mandela 
requested that the family visit be 
cancelled.'* 

Bitterness 

The move underlined the 
deepening bitterness surround- 
ing the South African part of 
activities planned worldwide this 
weekend to demand freedom for 
Mandela, seen by many of the 
black majority as the symbol of 
resistance to white rule. 

The authorities have banned 
all .major birthday gatherings, 
including anoperiairpop festival 
due to Have been field on Sunday 


near Johannesburg and an 
indoor concert in Durban. 

Nine organisers of birthday 
activities have been arrested in 
CapeTownand others have gone 
underground. False “cancelled” 
stickers have been struck to pos- 
ters advertising pro-Mandela 
events. 

Winnie Mandela will make an 
ordinary short visit to her hus- 
band later next week, lawyer 
Ismail Ayob said in a statement. 

“She will spend the (birth)day 
quietly at home alone as she has 
for the past 26 years. 

“She has taken this decision as 
both she and Mr Mandela have 
never sought any special 
privileges for thzmselves," he 
said. 

The family — Mandela has 
three children by his' first wife 
and two by Winnie Mandela — 
will also stay away, Ayob said. 


Armenian region remains tense 


MOSCOW, July 16, (AP): The 
executive committee of the coun- 
try’s parliament will .meet Mon- 
day, Tass reported, in a dispatch 
linking the session tothe simmer- 
ing dispute over the Nagorno- 
Karabakh region of Azerbaijan. 

Armenians have been saying 
for weeks they thought the meet- 
ing of the presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet would be held 
Monday, but today’s Tass dis- 
patch from Stepanakert, the 
main city of the disputed region, 
was Lhe first official confirma- 
tion of the date. 

“The situation in the 
Nagorno-Karabakh auton- 


omous region is becoming more 
tense with the approach of July 
1 8, the day when a meeting of the 
Presidium of the Supreme 
Soviets of the USSR is to be 
held,” the state news agency 
reported. It did not specify what 
would be discussed. 

Armenians, who make up 
more than 75 per cent of the 
160,000 residents of the region, 
have said the session is crucial to 
their decision whether to con- 
tinue a genera] strike and street 
rallies. 

In its dispatch from Stepanak- 
ert, Tass said a general strike 


continued and food was in short 
supply. 

Nagorno-Karabakh has been 
part of mostly Muslim Azer- 
baijan since 1923, but Armen - 
■ ians, who are mostly Christian, 
want it made part of their neigh- 
bouring republic. Last month, 
the Armenian parliament endor- 
sed the annexation demand, but 
Azerbaijani lawmakers refused 
to give their consent. 

The Nagorno-Karabakh leg- 
islature voted Tuesday to secede 
from Azerbaijan and join 
Armenia, but the Azerbaijan 
parliament declared the move 
illegal. 


Jewish group claims 
attack on cruise ship 


Iranian oil pumping 
stations set ablaze 


ATH ENS, July 1 6, (Agencies): A 
Jewish extremist group has 
claimed responsibility for Mon- 
day’s terrorist massacre aboard a 
Greek cruise ship, the state-run 
Athens news agency said today. 

- The claim was made in a letter 
received at Lhe Greek embassy in 
the Netherlands that purported 
to come from the Jewish Defence 
League, which advocates 
violence against the enemies of 
Israel, the agency said. 

The letter said the attack on 
zhe City of P oros was intended to 
protest Greek backing for the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion, (PLO), according to the 
agency. 

The agency quoted the letter as 
saying: “We will continue our 
actions for as long as the Greek 
government continues to sup- 
port the PLO." 

The machinegun and grenade 
attack that killed ni ne people and 
injured 98 of 47! passengers 
aboard the cruise ship already 
has been claimed by two groups 
based in Beirut. 

A previously unknown group 
calling itself the Organisation of 
the Martyrs of the Popular 


Revolution in Palestine claimed 
the attack last Wednesday. 

Meanwhile, Greece and 
France were locked in an 
increasingly bitter dispute today 
ever the identity of a young Fren- 
chman who died after a deadly 
guerrilla attack on a packed tour- 
ist ship. 

The Greek government 
announced officially yesterday 
that 23-year-old Laurent Vi g- 
neron took part in the bloody 
assault on board the ship last 
Monday. France issued a terse 
communique in Paris saying it 
had seen no evidence he was 
involved. 

If the French are right, it 
would be the second time that 
Greece has wrongly identified a 
French national as being part of 
the guerrilla team. 

The day after the attack, 
Greek police issued the 
photograph of 21 -year-old Fren- 
chwoman Isabelle Bismuth and 
identified her as a suspected 
“Moroccan accomplice” in the 
guerrilla squad. 

But the French government 
stepped in to say she was an 
innocent tourist 


MANAMA, July 1 6, (Agencies): 
Iraqi fighter bombers raided two 
oil pumping stations in south- 
west Iran today, setting them 
ablaze, a military spokesman in 
Baghdad said. 

The spokesman said the bom- 
bers penetrated Iranian air 
defences and returned safely to 
base after destroying their tar- 
gets. 

He said the oil pumping sta- 
tions, situated at Sadabb, near 
Iran's southwest city of Dezful, 
supply Tehran with fuel. 

In the Gulf, American war- 
ships and helicopters did not aid 
a neutral ship under attack yes- 
terday in the volatile waterway 
because it would have, required 
violating Iranian territorial 
waters, US military officials said. 

Assault 

Friday's Iranian attack on the 
Liberian-flagged, 85,989-tonne 
bulk carrier Sea Victory sparked 
a fire in the accommodation 
quarters but it was q uickly extin- 
guished and no casualties were 
reported, the ship's Greece- 
based managers said. 

US warships were 20 miles (32 
km) from Iran's Farsi island 


when they picked up a radio 
Mayday call from the Sea Vic- 
tory, Goforth said. 

The Sea Victory was 5 miles (8 
km) from Farsi and within Iran- 
ian territorial waters duringthe 2 
pm assault. Iran claims 12 miles 
(19 km) of territorial waters from 
its shores. 

The ship’s- managers, 
European Navigation Inc., of 
Piraeus, Greece, confirmed that 
no US warships went to the aid of 
the vessel, which made its own 
way into international waters. 

“The Iranians were scared off 
after the captain issued a radio 
Mayday call and spoke with 
nearby American warships,” a 
spokesman for European 
navigation said. 

"There was no need for 
American military interven- 
tion.” 

The captain of the ship, 50- 
year-old George . Logares from 
the Island of Zakros, had been 
heard by radio monitors calling 
frantically for US warship assis- 
tance when the Iranians attacked 
yesterday. He was taking the 
Liberian-flagged tanker to 
Kuwait to lift a shipment of oil.

NATO officers 
drown in 
rescue attempt 

ROME, July 16, (AP): Two 
military officers, one a Dane, 
the other British, drowned 
while attempting to rescue 
several children who were 
caught in rough surf ofT a 
beach south of Rome, auth- 
orities reported today. 

A spokesman for the NATO 
defence college in Rome, 
where the two victims were 
enrolled in a course, identified 
the officers as Brig. Gen. Rus- 
sell Maynard from southern 
- England and Lieut Col Niels 
Erik Thorn of the Danish 
Army. 

Home towns and ages for both 
men were not immediately 
available said the spokesman, 
adding that the officers were 
about 48 years old. 

The two officers and several 
colleagues and their families 
were having a barbecue on a 
beach at Fregene, a town 
about 20 kilometres from 
Rome when the children 
encountered difficulties with 
the water, said the spokesman 
on condition of anonymity. 

Among the youngsters was a 
child of Maynard, the spokes- 
man said. 

Italian lifeguards and members 
of the beach party pulled the 
children safely to shore. The 
two victims also were piffled' 
out of the waters and given 
quick attention by a doctor . 
the spokesman said, but it was 
too late. 

Funeral arrangements were pen- 
ding, the spokesman said. 

The six-month-long course at the 
defense college runs through 
the end of July, he said. 


Students 
stone Israeli 
soldiers 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
July 16, (Agencies): Students 
erected roadblocks and stoned 
soldiers, who responded with 
tear gas and rubber bullets dur- 
ing scattered anti-Israeli unrest 
today in the occupied West 
Bank, Palestinian sources said. 

In Nablus, three Palestinians 
were shot and wounded during 
clashes with soldiers, the sources 
said. 

They said the clashes erupted 
after soldiers, out of uniform and 
driving cars with local licence 
plates, entered the town's main 
square and fired shots in the air. 

The Army was investigating 
the report, an Army spokesman 
said. 

In the old city of Nablus, 
troops opened fire on the prote- 
sters, wounding three, a local 
Arab reporter said. 

Officials at Nablus’ St Luke 
Hospital identified the wounded 
as Mohammed Abdallah, 2-1, 
who suffered a wound in his 
abdomen, and Mohammed 
Hamir, 19, who was wounded in 
his left leg. 

Wound 

Doctors at A1 Ittihad Hospital 
said they treated 21 -year-old 
Mahmoud A1 Kasar for a bullet 
wound in his right leg. 

The Army command said an 
Israeli patrol saw four masked 
Arabs who raised Palestinian 
flags and threw stones. It said the 
soldiers were forced to respond 
with fire, wounding three.

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Reagan seeks UN 
budget reforms 


WASHINGTON, July 16, 
(Agencies): President Reagan 
told United Nations’ Secretary- 
General Javier Perez de Cuellar 
yesterday that the United States 
would withhold membership 
dues until the world body under- 
took further budget reforms, the 
White House said. 

Reagan took the hardline 
stand on US financial support 
during a meeting and working 
luncheon with Perez de Cuellar. 

In a written statement issued 
later, spokesman Marlin Fitz- 
water said: “The President said 
that the US recognises its obliga- 
tions to the UN, but that further 
progress on reform was neces- 
sary to meet the concerns of Con- 
gress...” 

The United States is more than 
$500 million in arrears in its UN 
membership dues, stemming 
from an administration derision 
three yean ago -to withhold 
obligated funds in order to force 
changes in UN management 
practices. 

Reforms 

Although the administration 
sought to make a 544-million 
emergency payment last year. 
Congress held up themove pend- 
ing further reforms and Reagan 
supported i(i action tn "tHe" m06t-‘ 
Log wnh the UN chief. White 
House officials said." ‘ “

month that the regular-budget 
amars, including funds owed by 
the United States, mean “the 


organisation will be completely 
out of money, with all reserves

Perez de Cuellar 
warned that UN wil exhaust its 
funds by late October or early 
November. 

As the richest UN member, the

Counts 

The United States has called 
for a proportional system of vot- 
ing on budget matters so that 
voting power would be in line 
with financial support by UN 
member nations. 

In the one-nation, one-vote 
159-nation General Assembly, 
the United States' vote counts as 
much as that of countries that 
pay much less. 

US officials also had objected 
to the assignment of Soviet rivO 
servants to the United Nations 
on a short-term basis, arguing 
that such a system undermined 
the goal of airindependent-UN" 
civil service.

Nearly half of the women 
surveyed in the 18 to 34 age 
group said they lost their vir- 
ginity in their teens, com- 
pared with 17 per cent of 
women over 55. 

Despite women's attitudes about 
their own affairs, more than 
half think sex is overrated, 
and one third said they worry 
that something they or their 
partners did in the past puts 
them at risk of AIDS. 

Most of these women believed 
AIDS testing should be man- 
datory. 

The women displayed a double 
standard when it comes to 
politicians. More than two- 
thirds of the women who ans- 
wered the survey said they 
would not vole fora potitiriuti 
if they knew be or she engaged 
in extramarital sex.

The form which- the Afghan 
government will take after the. 
Soviet troops are gone has "not 
been agreed, with rebels ofrnore ■ 
M,: or less fundamentalist leanings 
^ divided among themselves. 

Rajiv said India had one of the 
largest Muslim populations in 
the world, adding: “It (a fun- 
damentalist government) would 
have a very negative effect on us 
and other countries around us.” 

Optimism

US firm accused of delaying tactics 

Union Carbide chief missing 


BHOPAL, July 16, (Reuter): The 
ex-chairman of Union Carbide, 
facing prosecution over the 1 984 
Bhopal g^s disaster, is untracea- 
ble and cannot be summoned to 
court, -ah Indian government 
. prosecutor said today. ' 

Prosecutor U.SLPrasad told a 
Bhopal court that Interpol had. 
failed to find Warren Anderson, 
chairman of the US based mul- 
tinational at the time of the 
world’s worst industrial 
accident, and that his. present 
address was not readily availa- 
ble. 

He accused Union Carbide of 
deliberately suppressing the 
address and of using delaying 
tactics. 

Bhopal chief magistrate Kan- 
haiyalal Sisodia ordered the 
Union Carbide accountant who 
stood bail for Anderson to 
produce him at the next hearing 
of the case on Sept 24. 

Anderson is one of nine people 


feeing criminal charges of caus- 
ing deaths and injuries through 
negligence. He and others, all 
Indians, could in theory face the 
death penalty if convicted. 

Nearly 3,000 people were 
killed and more than 200,000 
injured when poisonous gas 
leaked out of Union Carbide’s 
Bhopal pesticides plant on Dec 3, 
1984. 

Anderson was arrested in 
Bhopal four days after the disa- 
ster and was need on bail of 
25,000 rupees (SI, 800). 

The Union Carbide Corpora- 
tion and its Hong Kong sub- 
sidiary are also facing criminal 
charges. But the two companies 
and Anderson, who has since 
retired from his post, were 
unrepresented in court 
. Union Carbide is also facing a 
separate compensation suit in 
which the Indian government 
has demanded $3.3 billion on 
behalf of the vic tims . 


The compensation case is a 
continuing focus of attention in 
this central Indian city of nearly 
one million people and angry 
demonstrations are held outside 
the court whenever hearings take 
place. 

But today's criminal case went 
almost unnoticed, with only 
lawyers and journalists attend- 
ing the hearing. 

The court granted Prasad’s 
. plea that fresh summonses to the 
corporation and its Hong Kong 
subsidiary.be served through 
their respective chairmen. 

Prasad told reporters outside 
the court that the magistrate’s 
court proceedings would end as 
soon as Anderson made his 
appearance. The case would then 
go to a sessions court for a full- 
fledged trial. 

“Our responsibility at the 
moment is only to prove a prima 
facie case which is well establi- 
shed.” Prasad said. 


US, Vietnam agree 4 die as police battle

Vietnam could begin allowing 
political prisoners to emigrate to 
the United States in the next 
several months, Vietnam’s 
official news agency said today. - 

The Vietnam news agency 
quoted a statement by US -and 
Vietnamese negotiators as say- 
ing that the two nations reached 
preliminary agreement on releas- 
ing prisoners from so-called “re- 
education" camps. . 

The joint statement said that 
while further talks are needed, 
“both sides are hopeful that the 
processing of released detainees 
can begin within the.next several 
months,” the news agency said. . * 

The agency, monitored in 
Bangkok, said the statement was 
issued on Friday after two days 
of talks in Hanoi between teams 
led by Vietnam’s . Deputy 
Foreign Minister, Tran Quang 
Co, and Robert Funseth, US sen- 
ior Deputy Assistant Secretary 
of State for Refugee Program- 
mes. 

The statement said Funseth 
reaffirmed President Reagan’s 
1984 commitment to welcome 
for resettlement for former 
detainees and their families who 
had close Lies with the United 


States tife-Scrtlth •Viet- 

namese government. 

Co in turn reaffirmed Viet- 
nam’s policy to let these people 
emigrate, it said. 

Assurances 

Vietnam had demanded that 
the United States guarantee that 
the former prisoners would not 
be allowed to conduct anti- Viet- 
namese activities once they were 
resettled. Vietnam has accused 
US authorities of helping Viet- 
namese emigres seeking to over- 
throw the communist govern- 
ment 

The Vietnamese side reaffir- 
med that Vietnam will not 
encourage them to engage in 
anti-US activities, the news 
agency said..

CAGAYAN DE ORO, July 1 6, 
(UPI): Three guerrillas and a 
policeman are dead after a fierce 
battle -between communist' rebels 
and police defending a besieged 
town hall in southern Mindanao 
island, a military spokesman said 
today. 

Array division commander 
Col. Rogelio Villanueva said 
about 100 New People’s Army 
insurgents yesterday surrounded 
the town hall of Lianga, Surigao 
Del Sur, some 860 km south of 
the Capital. 

He said 18 policemen guarding 
the town baD were forewarned of 
the attack and barricaded the 
area with sand bags. 

The rebels, speakingthrougha 
megaphone, ordered the lawmen 
to surrender but “instead of lay- 
ing down their arms, the 
policemen simultaneously 
opened fire, killing three of the 
rebels on the spot,” Villanueva 
said. A policeman was also 
killed, he added. 

In the hour-long battle that 
ensued, rebels pounded the town 
hall with grenades and police 
were forced to radio a nearby 
village for military reinfor- 
cement and troops. 

The reinforcements were 
rushed to the scene in armoured 
personnel carriers. 

Floods kill 
four in 
west Japan 

TOKYO, July 16, (AP): At least 
four people were killed and 1 1 
others missing in western Japan 
as rain-swollen waters flooded 
homes and highways and disrup- 
ted local train service, police said 
today. 

The bodies of three family 
members were recovered after 
flood waters washed their car off 
a road near Toba, Mie prefec- 
ture, about 330 kilometres south- 
west of Tokyo along the Pacific 
coast, regional police said. 

Japan's meteorological 
agency said in a statement that 84 
millimetres (3.4 inches) of rain 
fell in a one-hour period yester- 
day inTottori prefecture, located 
500 kilometres southwest of 
Tokyo on the Japan sea side. The 
downpour set off minor land 
slides and cut off communication 
lines. 

A heavy-rain warai ng for most 
of western Japan has been in 
effect since Thursday. Flood 
warnings were also issued for the 
Toltori region, where 200 
millimetres (8 inches) of rainfall 
was recorded by yesterday noon. 

Meanwhile, widespread flood- 
ing caused by torrential mon- 
soon rains in western India has 
claimed several lives and forced 
the evacuation of 25,000 people, 
it was reported. 


The rebels fled on several com- 
mandeered vehicles carrying 
their wounded companions. 

The area has been the scene of 
continuing battles between 
government and rebel forces that 
have claimed the lives of at least 
25 guerrillas and wounded about 
50 others. 

Security forces have succeeded 
in capturing two rebel camps in 
the area. 

Protest 

Meanwhile, about 2,000 anti- 
communist demonstrators 
surrounded the convent of a 
Roman Catholic bishop yester- 
day to protest a church reshuf- 
fling they fear will bring radical 
priests into the diocese. 

Carrying placards saying, “we 
need preachers of God. not ' 
radical clergy." and “Clean the 
church of radical priests and 
nuns,” the protesters denounced 
Bacolod Bishop Antonio For- 
tich for having orchestrated the 
reassignment of priests. 

The popular Forlich, who 
served as an observer last year in 
failed peace tal ks to end a 1 9-year 
insurgency, was among the sig- 
natories of a pastoral letter 
issued by Philippine bishops urg- 
ing an end to political violence in 
Asia's only Christian nation.

Deserters reject amnesty 


NEW YORK, July 16, (AP): Six 
Soviets who served in the Red 
Army in Afghanistan declared 
yesterday they would refuse an 
offer to return to their homeland, 
saying they feared retribution 
from Soviet authorities. 

But a man who jumped to his 
feet during their news conference 
and identified himself as a Soviet 
diplomat said the men would 
face no harm if they returned. 

“Don't be shy. If you wish to 
be in contact, call Lhe Soviet 
Embassy in Washington,” he 
called out to the former soldiers. 
“Nobody will drag you out of the 
United States.” 

As other audience members 
jeered at him, he then strode to 
the fronL of the room to pul prin- 
ted leaflets on the table in front of 
the men. 

He identified himself as 
Dmitry Titov of the Soviet mis- 
sion to the United Nations. The 
leaflets bore a Soviet statement 
of July 4 that announced an offer 
of amnesty to soldiers who tur- 
ned against their country during 
its intervention in Afghanistan. 

Sri Lankans 
pay respect to 
holy elephant 

COLOMBO, July 16, (Reuter): 
Raja, a holy elephant who 
became a Sri I .an lea n national 
treasure, died of extreme old 
age today and thousands 
came to mourn at the Buddh- 
ist temple where he worked. 
The majestic tusker died in the 
centra] town of Kandy, where 
for 50 years he had carried a 
golden casket containing 
relics of Buddha in an annual 
religious pageant. 

At 81 -year-old. Raja equalled 
the greatest verified age recor- 
ded for an elephant by the 
Guinness Book of Records. 

A temple official said thousands 
of people bad lined up to pay 
Lheir respects to the animal. 
“Funeral arrangements will 
be notified later, he said. 
Raja's fame was so great that the 
government declared it a 
“national treasure" three 
years ago and President Jun- 
ius Jayewardene sent a 
veterinarian team whenever 
. he fell ill. • 

One resident of Kandy, 1 10 km 
from Colombo, said by tele- 
phone: “His body, has been 
covered with a gold braided 
elephant dress.” 

“Please call him not only the 
holiest animal in the world 
but also the most lovable,” 
another resident said. 

The Kandy Perahera pageant in 
which Raja appeared is part 
of the “temple of the tooth” 
festival, which takes place at a 
shrine housing wal is reputed 
to be a tooth of Buddha. 

Raja recently retired and was not 
due to carry the relic casket at 
this year’s pageant. 

Indian Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi promised an elephant 
from India to take the 
animal's place after its 
retirement. 

Liquor party 

KARACHI, July 16. (Reuter): 
Pakistani police said Lhey arres- 
ted 20 people, including three 
doctors, on Friday for holding a 
party in a hospital conference 
hall and drinking alcohol, ban- 
ned under Islamic law. 

Police recovered seven empty 
liquor bottles from the room in 
Abbasi Hospital in the western 
suburbs of Karachi. 
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The news conference was 
sponsored by Freedom House, a 
New York-based human rights 
group. The six were brought to 
the news conference by Freedom 
House, which had sought their 
release. 

R. Bruce McColm, executive 
director of the organisation, said 
he called the meeting to urge Lhe 
establishment of an inter- 
national commission, not linked 
to the Soviet Union, to address 
the issue of Soviet and Afghan 
prisoners of war. 

He said a commission could 
ensure the estimated 200-300 
Soviet PoWs remaining in the 
hands or anti-communist muja- 
hedeen fighters have a choice 
whether to return home or 
defect. Freedom House 
estimates that many are deserters 
and some actually are fighting 
for the insurgents. 

Friday’s news conference, 
conducted in Russian and Engl- 
ish through an interpreter, was 
punctuated by outbursts in both 
languages. 

Taras Derevlyany, 20, a 


private who left his Army post on 
the Kabui-Jalalabad highway 
three weeks after arriving in 
Afghanistan in May 1987, 
looked in the direction of Titov 
and said, “I don’t need your 
amnesty. America is a free coun- 
try." 

He paused and added, “1 gave 
up my Soviet citizenship." 

Mistake 

Derevlyany and the others 
said they felt the Soviet interven- 
tion was a tragic mistake and told 
bow they were sickened by what 
they called the Soviet slaughter 
of civilians, including children, in 
bombing runs and ground 
attacks. 

“I don’t want to go back to the 
Soviet Union. What will people 
think of me? He’s a deserter, a 
traitor,” he said. 

Vladimir Romchuk. 22, a 
Soviet Army deserter in 1985 
who was held by Afghan rebels 
until his release to the Wes! last 
April, also looked in the direc- 
tion of the official and said, “Yes, 
1 am a deserter in your eyes. But 1 
am happy person here.” 


The man identifying himself as 
a Soviet official afterward called 
the news conference, a politically 
orchestrated event. that 
apparently had only “a few 
cases” in mind and not the wel- 
fare of all PoWs in Afghanistan. 

Of the six, he said: “Some of 
them. 1 believe, have been brain- 
washed.” 

Soviet prosecutor general 
Alexander Sukharev, in his 
announcement July 4, said the 
Soviet Union had identified 312 
soldiers who had been taken 
prisoner in the war and had 
established that about a third of 
Lhera had died, many in the act of 
trying to escape. 

McColm said he did not want 
tragedy to occur by the possible 
return of Soviet prisoners of war 
to their homeland against their 
wishes. He said they should be 
given “freedom of choice." 

Between 1945 and 1947 the 
United States and Britain retur- 
ned thousands of Soviet prison- 
ers, many againsL their will who 
’vere reported either to have been 
executed or imprisoned. 


Shultz gets Chinese and Soviet assurances 

‘Seoul Olympics will be safe’ 


SEOUL, July 16, (Reuter): US 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
expressed confidence today the 
Seoul Olympics would be safe 
‘ and successful, saying China and 
the Soviet Union had given 
assurances that North Korea 
would refrain from terrorist acts. 

“The Soviets have told us 
flatly that in their view the North 
Koreans will not mount any 
effort to disturb the Olympics.” 
Shultz told reporters aboard his 
plane before arriving in Seoul 
today for talks with government 
officials. 

He said Soviet Foreign Mini- 
ster Eduard Shevardnadze, on a 
recent visit to Washington, told 
Shultz and President Reagan 
“something like, we know the 
North Koreans well and I can 
assure you there will be no — 
underline no — terrorist acts 
aimed at the Olympics.” 

“It was unequivocal, unam- 
biguous," Shultz said of Shevar- 
dnadze’s statement. 


“The Chinese have made 
similar comments abouL their 
point of view," he added. 

He also noted that China and 
the Soviet were both sending 
teams to the Olympics and said. 
“I think everybody will be exert- 
ing their influence in a ’positive 
way.” 

The 1988 Olympic Games are 
scheduled to open on Sept 17 
ami d some of the most elaborate 
and most intense security ever 
mounted for an international 
sporting event. 

Fears 

There have been fears Lhat 
communist North Korea, which 
the United Stales has branded a 
terrorist nation and which lost its 
bid to co-host the Olympics, 
would try to disrupt the games. 

Recently, US officials have 
detected Soviet deliveries of 
advanced weapons to North 
Korea, including surface to air 
missiles that have been installed 
near the demilitarised zone and

FULLERTON, California. July 
16, (UPI): Egypt has awarded a 
$ 1 59-million contract to Hughes 
Aircraft Co. to expand its air 
defence system, tee aerospace 
firm announced yesterday. 

Hughes, a unit of GM Hughes 
Electronics, will integrate 
additional command and con- 
trol sites into the air defence sys- 
tem and provide software, air- 
craft control displays, large 
screen displays, computers, and 
other electronics equipment. 

The network will enable Egypt 
to detect and monitor uniden- 
tified aircraft approaching its 
borders and initiate its defences. 

Egypt’s new E2C early warn- 
ing aircraft will also become part 
of the network to detect low-level 
aircraft at long range, Hughes 
said. 

Late last year, Hughes 
delivered and began on-site test- 
ing c;f the initial portion of the air 
defence system under a $210 
million contract awarded in 
1983. 

Sihanouk to 
visit Tokyo 
as scheduled 

TOKYO. July 16. (AP): Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, who resig- 
ned last Monday as head of the 
Kampuchean resistance coali- 
tion, will visit Japan in August as 
originally scheduled, according 
to reports carried in the Japanese 
press today. 

In a message Thursday to 
Japanese Foreign Minister 
Sosuke Uno, Sihanouk said he 
would like to visit Japan as 
scheduled, despite initial plans to 
call off the trip, the leading econ- 
omic daily Nihon Keizai Shim- 
bun reported . The newspaper did 
not cite sources for the message. 

Sihanouk was expected to can- 
cel his four-day visit to Japan, to 
begin Aug 8, in the wake of Ids 
resignation. He had said he step- 
ped down in protest against 
alleged assaults on his own forces 
by his supposed allies in the 
three-party coaliton. the radical 
communist Khmer Rouge. 

Japanese Foreign Ministry 
officials said today they bad re- 
exlended their invitation to the 
Prince after his resignation but 
had not yet received a formal 
reply. 

Sihanouk is expected to meet 
Prime Minister Noboru Take- 
shi ta and Uno in Tokyo to dis- 
cuss Kampuchea n peace talks, 
Kyodo news service reported, 
riling government sources. 


Meanwhile Egypt and the 
Sudan Thursday signed a 
military co-operation protocol 
providing for more Egyptian ass- 
istance to its ally in the south. 

The protocol was signed by 
Egyptian Defence Minister 
Abdel-Halira Abu-Ghazala and 
hisSudanesecounterpartAbdul- 
Majed Khalil. 

Following the signing 
ceremony, Khalil said the 
agreement — described as a 
protocol of technical co-opera- 
tion in the military field — would 
enhance the capabilities and 
expertise of the Sudanese armed 
forces by making use of Egypt’s 
expertise in the field. 

The protocol, which in effect 
formalises an already existing 
military co-operation between 
the two countries, provides for 
“more assistance” to the Sudan, 
Khalil said without elaboration. 

It was not immediately known 
if the new protocol supersedes 
the 1976 joint Egyplian-Sudan- 
ese Defence Pact.

RANGOON, July 16. (UPI): At 
least three people were killed and 
30 others wounded during cla- 
shes sparked by a bakery worker 
who nicked a rubber band at a 
Buddhist begging alms, the 
official NAB news agency repor- 
ted. 

The confrontations in cemral 
Burma began Sunday in Taung- 
gyi. 400 km northeast of Ran- 
goon, when a bakery workershol 
a rubber band at one of four 
young Buddhist novices begging 
alms. 

The incident in the country 
where 85 per cent of the popula- 
tion is Buddhist, provoked an 
argument, leading to a fight dur- 
ing which one of the Buddhists 
was beaten, NAB said. 

Monks and novices from lhe 
monastery went to the bazaar 
Sunday to demand that the bak- 
ery employee be arrested. 

But during a subsequent series 
of confrontations, hundreds of 
demonstrators destroyed shop 
belonging to the owner of tne 
bakery, attacked homes of his 
relatives and clashed with police. 


Pretoria bans festival 


CAPE TOWN. July 16, 
(Reuter): Police today banned a 
sports festival in honour of Nel- 
son Mandela and set up road- 
blocks around Pollsmoor Prison 
where the black South African 
nationalist leader marks his 70th 
birthday on Monday. 

All major birthday gatherings 
have been banned under two- 
year-old slate of emergency laws 
and five runners taking part in a 
“freedom run” said they were 
briefly detained today. 

Two roadblocks, manned by 
dozens of police armed with 
shotguns, sealed off the main 


road running past Pollsmoor 
Prison, in the wooded while 
Cape Town suburb of Tokai. 

Motorists were told the road 
was closed and they were not 
allowed through without a good 
reason. A police spokesman said 
the roadblocks would remain in 
place until after Mandela's birth- 
day. 

Anti -apartheid church leader 
Allan Boesak said police had 
sealed off a stadium in Cape 
Town’s Guguletu black town- 
ship where the festival was to be 
staged and ordered spectators to 
leave.

Medical charges 
may not be imposed 



THE Minister of Public Health 
Dr Abdul Razzaq has said he 
would exert his efforts to ensure 
that no medical charges are 
imposed during his tenure in 
office. 

However, while emphasising 
the right of every citizen to 
medication, the minister said 
that no country could provide 
free medical services indefinitely 
and a time would come when 
patients would have to pay a 
nominal charge. 

Denied 

The minister also denied any 
knowledge of there being a move 
towards privatisation of the 
medical services. He reaffirmed 
that the ministry was constantly 
seeking to develop its public 
services at clinics and other 
medical centres, as well as to rec-

tify the problem of the shortage 
lualiiss 


in qualified personnel. He said 
that Kuwaitis represented only 
20 to 30 per cent of nursing staff 
and were in general reluctant to 
join the profession. 


He pointed out that two new 
clinics would be in operation 
soon, one in Sabahiya and the 
other in Riggi, and that new 
measures would be put into force 
in existing clinics to reduce wait- 
ingdme. 

He said that the ministry was 
currently considering new 
measures to protect patients 
from exploitation by doctors and 
that the General Medical Coun- 
cil was originally set up to 
safeguard the medical profession 
and to evaluate the proficiency of 
doctors. 

Priority 

A further point concerned the 
Kuwait Pharmaceutical Com- 
pany, which he said had agreed 
to provide the ministry with 
medical supplies as its first 
priority. He also said that a study 
was underway to fix prices for 
locally produced medications. 

The minister also reported on 
the successful elimination of 


large numbers of small insects by 
means of insecticides. 

Meanwhile, the Assistant 
Undersecretary of the Ministry 
of Public Health for technical 
affairs Dr Tareq AI Abdul Jader 
revealed that the ministry is con- 
ducting a study to create two new 
posis of assistant under- 
secretaries 

Intends 

He disclosed that the ministry 
intends to establish special staff 
to follow up the health areas 
beaded by an assistant under- 
secretary. It will also establish a 
new staff to be headed by an 
assistant undersecretary for cen- 
tral administration affairs. The 
two new staffs will work to 
develop the health services in the 
country he added. 

AI Abdul Jader said that the 
ministry would introduce shifts 
among directors of health areas 
including physicians working in 
the health centres and hospitals. 

Headded that the ministry will 
open Sabahiya and Ardhiya 
health centres shortly. Further, 
he said, two new centres have 
been prepared and they will be 
commissioned after completing 
their medical requirements ana 
nursing cadres.

try of Public Works, Moham- 
mad A3 Sani, stressed that the 
minister should have a free band 
in selecting his assistants.

Elucidating, he said that the 
new minister should first ascer- 
tain if his aides were efficient to 
execute their duties prior to any 
changes. 

Remaining 

However, Al Sani said that this 
did not constitute his support of 
undersecretaries and assistant 
undersecretaries remaining for 
long periods at their posts. 

The Assistant Director Gen- 
eral of the National Housing 
Authority Farced Al Ajeel poin- 


ted out that the new minister 
should be given, a free hand in 
replacing his top aides. But, he 
said, that such vital decisions 
should be executed with the 
knowledge of the Council of 
Ministers. 

On this extensively discussed 
and sensitive issue, most of the 
undersecretaries and assistant 
undersecretaries including top 
administrators in the various 
ministries rejected the idea that 
their continuity in their posts 
should be the prerogative of the 
new minister. 

Obstacle 

They believed that such a step, 
if approved, would be an obsta- 
cle for the administrative 
reforms and constitute a major 
destabilising factor for senior 
ministry officials. 

The majority were firm in their 
cohvicti on that limiti ng the dura- 
tion of their stay to a four-year 
period would prove inadequa t e 
for making plans and modernis- 
ing the systems and departments. 


Police patrol 
command set up 
in Hawalli 


LIEUTENANT Colonel 
Khalifa Sulaiman Matar, the 
commander of the Hawalli 
governors te police patrol, has 
said that population density in 
that area was the principal 
reason for the establishment of a 
police patrol command, in order 
to keep law and order and main- 
tain peace and security.

Road to slavery and prostitution 

Sale of women and 
children a boom trade

CHLABARL Bangfadcsfa-india 
border, (Reuter); Every month 
hundreds ofBangfadeshi women 
and drikben are snuggled over 
the border to India. They are 
hoping for a better fife but many 
may be beaded for slavery and 
prostitution. 

One distraught mother said 
her eldest daughter had sold six 
ofher other daughters into pros- 
titution m the post two years. 

The groups ofwocoen and chd- 
drext, up U> 150 ala time, move at 
zright, usually guided by traffick- 
ers who have enticed them, to 
leave their homes. Some walk op 
to 10miks(16kzn) and others are 
ferried across border rivers. 

“By daybreak, they will 
probably cross the border — 
their first gale to bed.’' said bor- 
der guard officer Kari Hasan 
Mujaiud. 

“This is a booming business 
where hundreds of people are 
smuggled out of the country 
every month and soid int o fives 
have never imagined." he

THE women of Bangladesh 
have come a long way in their 
struggle to prove themselves a 
significant force in the nation. 
They are now a familiar sight in 
the political arena, adminis- 
trative tiers, legislative floors, 
courts of law, seats of higher 
education, forums of 
diplomacy, and are also well- 
represented in challenging 
professions like medicine, ban- 
king, architecture, engineering, 
journalism and business man- 
agement. 

The emergence of Ban-' 
gladesh in 1971 opened up new 
frontiers for its 50 million 
women. They figured promin- 
ently in aJJ planning, under a 
general consensus that women 
are crucial to development and 
social transformation. Voting 
rights, equal status as citizens, 
the right to work — these are all 
embodied in the constitution. 

Measures have been taken to - 
draw women in to the stream of 
development and to enable 
them to participate in all 
spheres of national life. A 
separate ministry has been set 
up to deal with women’s affairs; 
it has generally been headed by 
a woman minister. To ensure 
fai r represen laupn, a floor of 1 5 
per cent has been imposed in

government and autonomous 
bodies.. Jn the health and 
population areas, over si xly per 
cent of the jobs are field by 
women. 

During the Second Five Year 
Plan (ended June 1985). it was 
felt . that a dynamic action 
TOgramme was necessary to 
tie) more meaningful par- 
ticipation in the development 
process.

Concern for the welfare of 
women has been reflected more 
fully in the Third Five Year 
Plan (1985-1990). In the health 
sector, for example, rural, 
health services for women are 
to be established: maternal and 
•child healthcare, family plan- 
ning, nutrition, immunisation, 
family health education and 
sanitation are to be major com- 
ponents. Abour 21,000 field 
workers an? ofTerin g family 
planning, maternity and child- 
care services to women in 1225 


rural family welfare centres; 
these figures are expected to 
increase substantially in the 
course of the plan period. 
Voluntary agencies, domestic 
and foreign, play a significant 
role in this area. 

Expand 

Steps have been Laken to 
accelerate and expand 
educational facilities. The third 
plan has given priority to 
education of rural women. 
Places are reserved for women 
in schools and colleges 
throughout the country while 
talented women are awarded 
special grants as well scholar- 
ships. 

In the employment field, the 
objective is to ensure equal 
opportunities for women work- 
ers and to facilitate their

iniegralion into the labour 
force. To encourage participa- 
tion by rural women, program- 
mes have been set up to allow 
them to start home-based 
production. They are thus able 
to learn new skills in a familiar 
environment and contribute to 
the family income at Lhe same 
lime. Uprooting women from 
the countryside for jobs in dis- 
tant industrial areas would ruin 
their family life and break the 
traditional bonds of tinders lan- 
ding on which their society is 
based. 

The Third Plan has allocated 
Taka 500 million (about US 
SI 6 million) for women's uplift 
projects. Another Taka 160 
million (US S5 million) is 
expected from non-govern- 
ment organisations. Major 
projects include the establish- 
ment of skit! development, 
training and production cen- 
tres. daycare centres for the 
children of working mothers, 
more hostels for career women, 
the strengthening of women’s 
and children's academies, and 
training and rehabilitation cen- 
tres for socially handicapped 
women. 

Protect 

Stringent laws have been 
enacted over the years to 
protect women from oppres- 
sion and the ancient dowry sys- 
tem which alone is responsible 
for the ■ destruction of 
thousands of homes. The min- 
imum age at which girls may get 
married has been raised from 
1 6 to 1 8. Early marriage led to a 
higher birth rale and cut short 
their education. Important 
amendments have been made 
to Muslim family laws, making 
it difficult for men to take more 
than one wife, and facilitating 
speedy adjudication of family 
disputes. Munsif courts right 
down to the upazila level have 
been given the jurisdiction of 
family courts so that men and 
women of small means do not 
have to travel too far to seek 
justice. Family disputes can 
also be taken to counselling 
boards at the village and union 
levels. Under Lhe government’s 
new programme for distribu- 
tion of stale land to landless 
and subsistence level peasants, 
care has been taken to ensure 
that legal ownership goes to 
both husband and wile. 


A blessing in disguise

THERE'S no gelling away 
from it: women are fat 
creatures. If your bathroom 
scales tip 60 kg. then about IS 
of those kilograms are accoun- 
ted for by body fat. In fact, the 
average woman is made up of 
approximately 30 per cent fat 
compared with a typical figure 
for men of only 1500 per cent. 
The battle against the blubber 
is the curse or many women. 
And yet. it looks as though the 
absolute amount of body fin is 
an important fertility factor; 
too little of it and women 
become infertile. 

Now. it was unlikely that 
Neolithic peoples had much 
idta about body composition, 
but they may well have been 
aware that fat ladies, par- 
ticularly those well built 
around the hips, buttocks and 
breasts, tended to have less dif- 
ficulty in having children. This 
would explain why fertility 
symbols, dating as far back as 
the Stone Age. were often 
figurines of women typically 
endowed with a good coatingof 
fat. 

Study 

Sirangely. this historical lin- 
king of fatness and fertility 
actually makes a lot of 
biologjad sen.-e. For a girl to 
begin" and then maintain her 
normal menstrual cycles 
throughout Iter reproductive 
years, she must have a thre- 
shold level of body fat. Exces- 
sive dieting, or its more extreme 
form of anorexia nervosa, can 
result in a loss of menstrual 
cycles and reversible infertility. 
Normal cycles wilt only start 
again when an appropriate 
amount of fat has been 
accumulated. 

This is not simply a question 
of body weight, because the 
same loss of fertility happens to 
athletes undergoing intense 
training. They may not be thin, 
nor underweight but they 
sacrifice their fatty tissues and 
build up their muscles instead. 
Menstrual cycles either stop or 
become very irregular. 

A careful study of a female 
bodybuilder highlighted this 
phenomenon perfectly. She 
does not run, jog or dance but 
concentre tes on b uilding up her 
muscles with exercise 
machines. When she is in

"shape" for a competition her 
periods stop, despite her rip- 
pling muscles and strength. In 
between limes, when exercise is 
less intense and a few pounds of 
fat are laid down, her periods 
resume. 

This somewhat obscure 
dependence of fertility on body 
fat is a feci which was more or 
less stumbled upon Back in the 
early Seventies. Rose Frisch 
and her colleague. Roger Reve- 
rie, at Harvard University were 
gathering information about 
heights, weights and calorie 
supplies of communities in Asia 
and Latin America. They were 
trying to estimate the world's 
food requirements. 

While analysing all the infor- 
mation. they found that the age 
at which girls had their most 
rapid growth in weight (an 
event preceding ihe first men- 
struation or menarche) was 
dependent on a girl's weight 
rather than age. In other words, 
girls from communities with 
poor nutritional standards had 
a later growth spun and menar- 
che compared with heavier girls 
with a good calorie supply. 

Principle 

That, perhaps, was not so 
surprising but when they found 
that during the growth spurt 
most girls more Than doubled 
their body fat (with a much 
smaller increase in lean mass), 
they began to suspect that fat 
may be the vital clue. 

After many years of careful 
study this has proved to be so. 
Adolescent girls need at least 17 
per cent of their body weight in 
fat before they can start men- 
struating. Hence, very thin 
girls, young athletes, dancers 
and the like, are often quite late 
in starting their periods. 

The same principle applies to 


ad ults when ovulatory cycles or 
menstruation stops because of 
dieting or intense training. 
However, in order to gel their 
cycles going again, fat stores 
must build up to over 20 per 
cent of their body weight. An 
extra amount, which would 
correspond to the further 
growth that normally takes 
.place between menarche and 1 8 
years of age. Al this stage, 
reproductive functions have 
usually reached full maturity. 

Sometimes, this dependency 
of fertility on fatness is so finely 
balanced that a woman need 
only gain or lose one or two 
kilograms before her menstrual 
cycles are switched on or ofT 
accordingly. Such dependency 
does go a long way towards 
explaining the enormous varia- 
tions in human fertility seen in 
populations that do not use any 
form of contraception. 

For example, the hard living 
nomads of the Kalahari desert 
prod uce a n average of fou r chil- 
dren compared with the well- 
nourished Hitlerites in the US 
(a non-contraceptive religious 
sect ) who average 1 1 . 

It may be presumptuous to 
assume that Lhis difference in 
the number of offspring is 
totally related to body fat. 
However, poorly fed women 
lend to have prolonged periods 
of infertility while Lhey are feed- 
ing their infants: presumably 
due to their depleted fat 
reserves. Not so with women 
with good fat stores. They can 
conceive again very soon after 
the birth of a child, irrespective 
of whether or not they are 
breast feeding. Good nutrition 
keeps their fat levels above the 
critical point of 20 per cent of 
their body weight. 

So what is so special abouL 
fat? Obviously evolution has 
endowed women with com- 
paratively large fat stores as a 
reserve of extra energy for preg- 
nancy and lactation. Part of the 
survi val principle. Yet this does 
not really explain why women 
can lose their fertility simply 
through shedding a few pounds 
offal. 

The answer seems to lie in the 
fact that fat tissues store sex 
hormones. When fatty tissues 
are at a low ebb they convert 
their stores of sex hormones 
into oestrogens with low 
biological activity.

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Ilocano 
youth join 
pro-Marcos 
group 

A BIG group of Ilocano youth 
have initially enlisted with the 
mili tan t Civilian Marcos Loyal- 
ist (CML) organisation, in what 
could be a closing or ranks of 
pro-Marcos supporters in ilocos 
region and Metro Manila. 

The affiliation rites were held 
recently at the spot near the 
Laoag International Airport 
where the CML had pitched 
camp the past 34 days to demand 
the reopening of the airport.

cause. 

The mass induction of Ilocano 
youngsters was witnessed by for- 
mer presidential assistant to then 
Pres. Marcos. Lito Gorospe and 
CML national president Anth- 
ony Santos. 

Youth leaders Edwin Factora 
and Manny Agustin declared 
that thousands more of Ilocano 
youths both in and out of school, 
would march around Laoag City 
in a show of force and motiva- 
tion. 

Ilcos Norte CML president 
Rudy Perucho said his group 
planning a big march with the 
participation of its town and 
barangay unit chapters. 

CML national president 
Anthony Santos said their 
organisation approved the 
Ilocano youth's affiliation to 
help them become great assets of 
their region by way of instilling 
awareness and consciousness. 

Santos said their membership 
will be just like any other school 
club, only this time they will not 
only be concerned with their 
school's affairs but the entire 
nation's. 

The council of leaders of the 
CML, meanwhile, announced 
the appointment of engineer- 
businessman Rodulfo Perucho 
as president for Ilocos Norte. 

Perucho prior to his appoint- 
ment was president of the CML 
Cabeza chapter in Laoag City.

rebels 

surrender 

A TOTA L of 337 foreign-trained 
fighters of the secessionist Moro 
National Liberation Front 
under Nur Misuari have surren- 
dered in Tawi-tawi. 

De fen se U ndersecre ta ry 
Eduardo Ermila, who received 
the surrenderee during a visit to 
that southernmost province 
recently said that the govern- 
ment is expecting 700 secession- 
ist rebels to give themselves up in 
the next few months. 

Ermila said the surrender is 
significant in that it could mean 
the secessionist movement is 
“crumbling." He said the rebels 
told him they have not been get- 
ting financial and logistical sup- 
port to sustain their struggle. 
Strongest 

The MNLF secessionists are 
divided into three factions — 
Misuari's being considered by 
the military as the strongest. 

The rebels, led by M NLF com- 
mander Hatib Gumbahali, will 
be allowed to avail themselves of 
the government's amnesty 
programme. Ermila said the 
provincial government of Tawi- 
tawi. in co-ordination with the 
military, has begun processing 
the papers of the surrenderors. 
They will be given medical treat- 
ment. accommodation and pos- 
sible means of livelihood. 

PCGG to 
investigate 
missing Jai 
Alai funds 

THE Presidential Commission 
on Good Government (PCGGJ 
is set to start an investigation into 
reports that former Commodore 
Alfredo “ Bejo" Rqmualdez, 
brother of former First Lady 
Imelda Marcos, pocketed P76 
million of Jai Alai proceeds when 
he still headed its operations. 

The funds, which Romuald ez 
allegedly deposited in a Metro 
Manila bank before his sister fled 
to Hawaii with deposed 
President Marcos two years ago, 
is missing since the PCGG look 
over the Philippine Jai Alai and 
Amusement Corporation, Inc. 

A PCGG official directly 
involved in the sequestration of 
the PJAC told reporters that a 
special stockholders’ meeting 
will be called “anytime now** to 
elect a new board of directors. 

The official, who spoke on 
condition he is not identified, 
said PCGG fiscal agents may be 
involved in hiding the missing Jai 
Alai funds, and in other 
anomalies at the PJAC. 


Guns become a necessity in the Philippines 


Terror stalks Manila streets

MANILA, (Reuter): Philippine 
Congresswoman Lorna Yap 
keeps gold and diamond 
jewellery on her bedroom dres- 
ser. Nearby, she keeps a closet 
full of guns. 

As right-wing death squads, 
communist rebels and common 
criminals daily spill blood on 
Manila's streets, many Filipinos 
now look on a gun as a necessary 
safety precaution. 

“For as long as the military is 
notable toexplain why the killers 
have not been caught 1 will con- 
tinue to keep my guns." Y ap said 
in an interview.’ 

Guns are pa rt of dai !y life in t he 
Philippines. 

Security guards at buildings 
tote sawn-off shotguns. Super- 
market shoppers and coffee- 
shop patrons sometimes carry a 
pistol in their belts, sports shops 
sell holsters and specially desig- 
ned shoulder bags with space for 
ammunition. 

Many clubs, shops and cin- 
emas see nothing un usual in dis- 
playing signs at their doors ask- 
ing customers to “please deposit 
firearms and other weapons with 
the security guard." 

The military estimates there 
are at least 400.000 “loose.” or 
unregistered, firearms and tens 
of thousands more carried 
legally.

man-made Wallher PPK, James 
Bond's trademark, in his pocket. 

Binay. nicknamed “Ram- 
botito” for his display of 
weapons, subscribes to the view 
that a gun offers security in 
modem Manila. 

“If you know your enemies 
have guns.you must also have 
them just in case ... sort of like a 


balance of terror.” Binay said. 

Congressmen last year voted 
themselves special authority to 
import the latest in personal 
handguns. 

Local politicians are often 
accused of stockpiling weapons 
for their own private armies. 

Tne Philippines has its own 
gun-making industry but the 


popular obsession with firearms 
has boosted gun-running. 

Each month at Manila's inter- 
national airport officials seize 
dozens of pistols and rifles 
together with thousands of 
rounds of ammunition concealed 
in boxes of dirty cjothes, fruit 
crates and even sardine cans. 

Military sources said soldiers 


themselves were widely believed 
to be behind the gun-running 
business, as well as influential 
politicians and businessmen. 

A .45 pislol bought in the 
United States for 450 dollars will 
fetch three times the price on 
Manila's black market. 

The recent spate of political 
killings in Manila's streets has 
prompted calls for controls and 
moves to, as die local press put it, 
“deglamorise the cult of the 
gun.” 

“It is high time something was 
done about loose guns,” the con- 
servative Manila Timessaid in an 
editorial. 

At the height of last year's 
bloody coup attempt. Congress- 
woman Yap lugged her Uzi 
machine-gun into the lower 
house chamber amid a storm of 
criticism. 

“Neither my husband nor my 
bodyguards were around." she 
explained with a shrug. 

A sharpshooter in her spare 
time. Yap shares her passion for 
guns with her husband. Colonel 
Adelberto Yap. Aquino’s former 
chief aide-de-camp. She said 
their collection ranges from a .32 
pistol to a grenade launcher. 

Underneath their lwo-stqrey 
suburban home, the Yaps built a 
sound-proof firing range where 
the Congresswoman practises 
with her favourite Uzi machine 
pistol. 

“Guns belong to a world of 
their own,” the Congresswoman 
said as she flicked on the light in 
her wardrobe, revealing an array 
of guns and accessories. 

“It’s just being practical, i just 
can’t throw them away ... they’re 
like jewellery.” she said. 


ASEAN proposes aid package

THE Philippines will need $8- 
S1 0 billion in foreign aid tbe next 
four years to ease poverty and 
unemployment, said a statement 
circulated recently among 
foreign ministers of ASEAN and 
its major trading partners. 

The statement was issued by 
the Philippines in Bangkok a( (he 
opening of three days of annual 
talks between the Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations and its 
“partners." 

The international aid plan, 
also called the “polysecioral 
programme" for the Philippines 
will be taken up between the min- 
isters of Indonesia, Malaysia. 
Brunei, the Philippines, Sin- 
gapore. Thailand, on the one 
hand, and their counterparts 
from Japan, Australia. United 
States. New Zealand Canada, 
and the European Community, 
on the other. 

Poverty 

The statement said the Philip- 
pines needs the SlO-billion 
additional development aid to 
bring down to 45 per cent the 
number of Filipino families liv- 
ing below the poverty line, 
absorb 750.000 new workers into 
the labour force, and reduce the 
current 2. 1 million unemployed 
by 1992. 

In order not to aggravate its 
debt service problem, the govern- 
ment hopes that “the bulk of the 
assistance can come in tbe form 
of grants or with much improved 
terms over official development 
assistance can come in the form 
ofgrantsor with much improved 
terms over official development 
assistance,” the statement said. 

. It also said the Philippines 
hopes for “maximum flexibility” 
in determining use of the funds in 
a “mix of programme, project 
support and debt relief' chan- 
nels. 


The Philippines is faced with a 
$28 .6-billion foreign debt whose A 

servicing eats up 40per cent of the 

government's annual budget. 

In the past two years, the 
Philippines has reversed (he con- 
traction of its economy and regis- 
tered positive growth, the coun- 
try statement said. Last year, the 
country’s gross national product 
grew by 5.7 per cent and 7.6 per 
cent in the first quarter of this 
year. 

The Philippine statement 
stressed the urgency of the aid 
package: “We race against time. 
The insurgency movement is 
related to rural and urban 
poverty. It loses ground as visible JR 
improvements take place in 
poverty alleviation. It will con- 
tinue to grow if the people 
become impatient with the pace 
of progress.” 

The Philippines, according to 
the statement, also opts for self- 
reliance and a reduced depen- 
dence on external resources in the 
future as a result of tbe aid 
programme. 

President Aquino has created 
a high level task force made up of 
Cabinet members, represen- 
tatives of Congress and the 
private sector to study how the 
additional aid package would be 
put to use. 

The Philippines is finalizing i 
“integrated packages of high * 
impact, hi§h visibility projects” 
in each region which can be used 
to show the effectiveness of the 
programme, the statement said. 

The projects planned for each 
region consist of the develop- 
ment of roads, ports, telecom- 
munications and power. Besides 
providing capital, donor coun- 
tries can also extend technical 
assistance. 

The proposed aid package for 
the Philippines got a boost when 
Asean foreign ministers in a final 
joint communique called for its 
immediate implementation.

Bill to limit deforestation 


AN ecological time bomb is tick- 
ing away and must be defused 
before it lays waste to the coun- 
try’s forests. 

Deploring the wanton des- 
poliation of forests. Sen. Joey 
Lina urged the immediate 
implementation of a comprehen- 
sive reforestation programme to 
stop the mindless exploitation. 

Citing research data. Lina said 
only 1.2 mi! lion hectares of virgin 
forests remain while a mere 146 
million hectares are left with 
forest cover. 

Una said preserving these is of 
paramount urgency to sustain 
life and the next generation's life 
source. 

“The reforestation rate must 
be at least five times the defores- 


tation rate and should surpass 
deforestation within the next five 
years." the senator said. 

Lina has filed Senate Bill No. 
383 which provides for classifica- 
tion and setting up of percentage 
limits in the disposition of public 
forests. 

Limit 

The bill sets a 40 per cent limit 
to areas in public forests for log- 
ging. timber production and 
similar aeroforestry projects 
with at least 60 per cent of ali 
public forests to be fully devoted 
to protection and conservation. 

It is estimated that there are 
about 15 million hectares of 
public forest land. 

“The bill aims to restore public 
forests to their pristine slate and 


to revert denuded and eroded 
areas to the treasure trove that 
they were of the nation's 
patrimony Lina said. 

Tne measure also calls for the 
jelling up of a co-ordinating 

courier! headed by the environ- 
ment er.d natural resources 
secretary with the under- 
secretaries of agriculture and 
food and education, culture and 
sports as vice-chairmen. 

The proposed legislation also 
seeks :o harness youth man- 
power to carry out a comprehen- 
sive reforestation and ecological 
resewii; programme. Agricul- 
tural and fisheries schools, both 
public acd private, are env- 
isioned to participate in the 
programme’s projects. 


Filipino maids to 
be allowed into US 


AMERICAN military and 
civilian personnel assigned in the 
Philippines are now allowed to 
take their Filipino maids with 
them to the United States. 

A US embassy message cir- 
culated on Subic naval base said 
US Immigration and Naturali- 
zation Service Regulations now 
permit US government person- 
nel and certain American private 
citizens, who are regularly work- 
ing in the Philippines but are 
assigned in the US for periods of 
no more than four years atatime, 
to employ Filipino domestics 
while they are in the US. 

The message said these 
Filipino domestics may enter the 
US on business (B-L) visas. The 
visa will be annotated “domestic 


employ of US military member 
(or US citizens business person) 
on assignment in US for less than 
four years.” 

A domestic employee will be 
required to present a valid pass- 
port, a filled-up non immigrant 
visa application form with one 
identification photo, and 
' evidence that he or she has been 
employed by an American for 
more than sixmonths and that he 
or she had at least one paid 
experience as a domestic help.

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Economy stronger than expected 


Fed chief keeps them guessing on Wall Street 


NEW YORK, July 16, <AP): 
Alan Greenspan has made his 
intentions clear to Wall Street: 
The US Federal Reserve either 
will, or will not, tighten credit 
Further in the weeks ahead. 

Making his midsummer 
appearance before a cortgres- 
sionalcommittee on Wednesday, 
the Central Bank chairman 
expressed a goodly measure of 
concern about the prospect of 
increased inflation in the United 
States if economic growth begins 
to strain the capacity of produc- 
tion facilities and the labour 
force. 

As a resui L he said, the Federal 
Reserve “might be well advised 
to err more on the side of restric- 
tiveness ra t her than ofstimulus." 


At the same lime, however, he 
said higherinteresl rates were not 
inevitable, and indicated he was 
in no rush to raise the discount 
rate — the rate the Federal 
Reserve charges on loans to 
private financial institutions, 
and one of its most visible tools 
for influencing trends in money 
and credit. 

The nexL morning, a headline 
in one major newspaper declared 
“Greenspan signals higher 
interest rates,” while another 
reported, “Greenspan sees stable 
rates.” 

All in a day's work for Wall 
Street's watchers. The job des- 
cription for the top job at the 
Federal Reserve stresses the 
ability to talk before Congress 


for (ong periods of lime without 
saying much of anything. 

Some find this sort of thing 
offensive, arguing that an organ- 
isation with as much power as the 
Federal Reserve should be more 
accountable to the citizenry and 
their elected representatives in a 
democracy. 

Credit 

But defenders of the present 
way of doing things say that 
whoever speaks for the Central 
Bonk is obliged to choose his 
words carefully, if only because 
of the financial markets’ ten- 
dency toward emotional 
overreaction. . 

in order lo pursue its policies 
effectively, ihey say, the Federal 
Reserve must keep a dose eye on 


how the bond market, in par- 
ticular, is behaving. 

Suppose, for example; that it 
sought to ease credit and lower 
interest rates in circumstances 
that bond traders saw as poten- 
tially inflationary. They would 
then tend to push interest rates 
up, not down. 

The stock market behaved 
through the past week as if it had 
learned nothing startlingly new 
about the bank's intentions. 
Prices meandered in a narrow 
range, and the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrials closed 
on Friday at 2,129.45, up 23.30 
points from the week before. 

The New York Stock 
Exchange composite index rose 
.84 to 153.65: the Nasdaq com- 


posite index for the over-the- 
counter market gained .26 to 
394.59: and the American Stock 
Exchange market value index 
increased .29 at 309.3 1. 

Volume on the Big Board 
averaged 175.20 million shares a 
day, against 163.40 in the 
previous week. 

As circumspect as he was 
about the future, Greenspan did 
confirm that the Federal Reserve 
took a series of steps during the 
spring toward tighter credit 
when it became increasingly clear 
that the economy was stronger 
than expected. 

“Scepticism about the Fed’s 
resolve to resist inflationary 
pressures persists,” observed 
David Resler, economist at 


Nomura Securities Inter- 
national, in a midyear appraisal 
of the outlook. 

“Many suspect that the Fed 
will be too slow to lake necessary 
action against inflation during 
the election year.” 

However, Resler said, “the 
three credit tightening _ moves 
that the Fed took over ah eight- 
week span in the second quarter 
ought to assuage fears that the 
Fed will not respond quickly and 
decisively to uulauon pressures 
whenever they surface. 

“Moreover, the financial 
markets' hypersensitivity to 
signs of inflation renders fruitless 
any attempts to steer the econ- 
omy along an unwarranted 
growth path.” 


OPEC urged 
to push up 
prices by 
reducing 
output 

NICOSIA. July 16. (Reuter): 
Iran called on all oil producing 
countries today to push up prices 
by reducing output 

Tehran Radio, monitored in 
Nicosia, said the call was made 
by Oil Minister Gholamreza 
Aqaqzadeh in an interview with 
the station. 

It also quoted him as saying 
the 13 members of the Organisa- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) shoufd abide 
by its decisions and avoid bring- 
ing bilaLeral quarrels to . the 
group. 

Co-operation 

The minister called for co- 
operation between OPEC and 
non-OPEC oil producers but 
accused Saudi Arabia, Kuwait 
and the UAE of underminingthe 
market by ignoring OPEC 
decisions. 

Meanwhile, OPEC secretary- 
general Dr Subroto believes that 
OPEC will be entering “dan- 
gerous terrain” if its members 
allowed themselves to take 
unilateral decisions regarding 
production mailers. 

He was speaking to a corre- 
spondent of “Deutsche Welle”, 
the external service of the West 
german Radio on T uesday about 
his forthcoming visit to the UAE. 

All OPEC members were con- 
cerned about overproduction, he 
added. 

Subroto is also to deliver a 
letter from OPEC conference 
president Alhaji Riiwanu Luk- ■ 
man to UAE President Sheikh 
Zayed Bin Sultan A1 Nahyan. 

He said he would like to dis- 
cuss, while in the emirates, the 
long and short-term effects of 
national production policies on 
the world oil market. 

Quotas 

He staled that OPEC members 
did not have output "quotas", 
but “temporary production 
levels” and, therefore, an 
agreement on “production ceil- 
ings” did nor prejudice the future 
possibility of allocating perman- 
ent quotas to member countries. 

Expressing concern about the 
president downward trend in oil 
prices. Subroto said this was no 
more than “simple economics”. 
“If Lhere is more oil on the 
market, the price goes down.” 

He added: “Of course, we 
want to see better prices, but that 
also means that production will 
have to be reduced.” 

He said all countries which 
were now overproducing, regar- 
dless of whether they were OFEC 
or non-OPEC, should practise 
restraint. 

Calling for belter understand- 
ing between OPEC and non- 
OPEC producers, Subroto said 
he hoped for a more permanent 
relationship between the two 
producer groups. 

“Although there are 
problems, the political will for 
co-operation is there.” he said. 

He expressed confidence that 
OPEC and non-OPEC would 
ultimately come loan agreement 
or an understanding to co- 
operate, “hopefully, next year.” 

He said although, at present, 
Iraq was not a signatory to the 
OPEC production and price 
agreement, as an OPEC member 
country it still had the moral 
obligation to co-ordinate its oil 
policies in accordance with the 
interest of its fellow members of 
the organisation. 

Loan agreement 

THE World Bank and a group of 
55 Japanese regional banks sig- 
ned an eight-year loan agreement 
totalling 15 billion yen ($119 
million I this week in Tokyo. 

The loan carries 5.5 per cent 
interest a year, payable semi- 
annually, and matures on June 
10, 1996. The Bank of Yoko-

Iraq has a strong oil industry 


BAGHDAD, July 16. 
(OPECNA): As Iraq celebrates 
the 20th anniversary of the July 
17 revolution on Sunday, it can 
look back with satisfaction on 
the fact that nearly 60 per cent of 
its territory has been seis- 
mologically surveyed as part of 
an oil prospecting plan. 

Iraq, a founding member of 
OPEC, maintain-! oil co-opera- 
tion links with nearly 50 coun- 
tries. providing technical and 
consultancy services to many 
Arab states in their oil explora- 
tion efforts. 

The country has succeeded in 
building a strong national oil 
industry which is self-sufficient 
in all sectors, including refining 
and marketing. 

More than 50 new oilfields 
have been discovered over the 


Iasi two decades, while new oil 
exporting outlets have been 
found with the help of new 
pipelines across Turkey and 
Saudi Arabia to (he Mediterran- 
ean and Red Sea ports. 

The country's oil exports, 
hampered by the closure ofi is oil 
o utlets on theG ul f because of the 
conflict and the Syrian decision 
in (982 to close the Iraqi pipeline 
which ran across its territory, 
have found fresh outlets through 
two new pipelines. 

One line is currently carrying 
1 . 50 million BPD of crude across 
Turkey, while the second stage or 
a pipeline across Saudi Arabia is 
set for completion by September 
1989. This will increase overall 
capacity to 1.65 million BPD. 
The first stage involving 500.000 
BPD was commissioned in 


October 1985. 

Work is also underway on a 
second strategic pipeline Unking 
Iraq's northern and southern oil- 
fields. TTie line with a capacity of 
900.000 BPD will be completed 
by 1991. The first line was com- 
missioned in 1975. 

The new project aims at 
providing Iraq with additional 
capacity to pump oil in both 
directions and a Iso to feed its 
refineries and power generating 
stations. 

Projects 

The d isco very of h uge oil f elds 
in the country with substantial 
and proven recoverable crude 
reserves has prompted Iraqi Oil 
Minister Issam Abdul Raheem 
AI Chalabi to describe Iraq as “a 
country floating on an oil lake.” 

Iraq has set aside SI 1.50 


billion for developmen t this year, 
with 42 per cent going to industry 
and agriculture. 

Under the plan, 1,298 projects 
will be implemented, including 
135 in agriculture, 207 in indus- 
try, 209 in transport and com- 
munications . 467 in construction 
and public services and 203 in 
education. 

Since I96S. the year of the 
revolution, numerous develop- 
ment projects costing billions of 
dollars have been built through- 
out the country, including irriga- 
tion dams, reservoirs, transport 
and health facilities, oil and 
petrochemical plants,

Improving US trade trend intact 


WASHINGTON, July 16, 
(Reuter): The US trade deficit 
widened slightly in May after two 
months of substantial declines, 
but officials and most Wall Street 
economists said the improving 
trend remained intact. 

The government said on 
Friday the trade gap, after 
eliminating seasonal variations, 
widened to $10.93 billion in May 
from $10.30 billion in April, as a 
2.3 per cent increase in exports 
was outstripped by a 3.4 percent 
rise in imports. 

Gap 

But, as White House spokes- 
man Marlin Fitzwa ter noted, the 
May deficit was “still about a 
billion dollar below the January- 
April average and represents 
good news in the continuing 
trend of reducing the inter- 
national trade deficjL” 

If the pace of the first five mon- 
ths of the year were maintained, 
the gap for the whole of 19 88 
would be about $140 billion. 


down sharply from the 1987 
record of 171.2 billion. 

The wider deficit failed to 
derail the dollar, which soared in 
New York to an 1 1 -month high 
of J.88 West German marks and 
an eight-month peak of 135.50 
Japanese yen on relief that the 
gap was slightly narrower than 
expected. • ■ 

“Despite the Cassandra warn- 
ings predicting a dramatic 
increase in the merchandise trade 
deficit, the rise was minimal. The 
American export boom contin- 
ued unabated,” said William 
Archey of the US Chamber of 
Commerce.

“I continue to be encouraged 
by reasonably good levels of 
export growth,” said Steve

Stanley and Co. Inc. ‘ The dark 
side of the equation continues to 
be imports/ 

“In the current environment 
of firm domestic demand in the 
U.S., especially for capital 
goods, I think we will be hard, 
pressed to maintain the deficit at' 
its present reduced level,” Roach 
said, predicting it may rise back 
into the S 1 1 to 1 2-bilion range in 
the next few months. 

Benefit 

Exporters are reaping the ben- 
efit of the 50 per cent decline in 
the dollar between 1985 and 
1987, which made American 
goods cheaper overseas. 

But since January the dollar 
has risen 20 per cent against the 
mark and 12 per cent against the 
yen in response to rising US 
interest rates and the improving 
US trade balance.

Plan to develop petrochemicals 


Venezuela makes huge investments 


CARACAS, Venezuela, July 16, 
(AP): Local investors and 
foreign companies are investing 
billions ofdollarsLo expand Ven- 
ezuela's petrochemicals indus- 
try. 

West Germany’s Veba Oel. 
Italy’s Ente Nazionate idrocar- 
bumi-ENI.and Norway |s Norsk 
Hydro have formed joint ven- 
tures with Venezuelan public and 
private investors to produce a 
broad range of exportable indus- 
trial products from natural gas 


and petroleum derivatives. 

Venezuelan officials say their 
five-year investment plan will 
turn what is now a S300 million 
trade deficit in the sector into a 
foreign exchange surplus of $6Qp . 
million by the early 1 990s. 

“The objective is to gain the 
technological capacity that the 
foreign firms have and their 
market access, and also to attract 
financing,” said Hugo Finol, 
president of Petroquimica de 
Venezuela, S.A., an affiliate of 


the state oil company Petroleos 
de Venezuela, S. A. 

According to Pequiven's 1 988- 
92 programme, investments 
totalling $2.8 billion will be made 
to create or increase capacity for 
making a wide range of petro- 
chemical products that- can sub- 
stitute for imports or generate 
foreign exchange earnings. 

Although most of the invest- 
ments call for local funding, the 
programme includes $1.2 billion 
in joint ventures, of which the 


Venezuelans hope to attract $900 
million from foreigners. . 

■ Three major projects designed 
specifically For export have been 
finalised. They are: 

— Superoctanos, S. A., a joint 
venture of Pequiven. ENI 
affiliate Ecofiiel and local private 
investors, will produce 500,000 
metric tons a year of MTBE, a 
non-lead octaiie booster, by 
1990. The only other MTBE 
plant of this size in the world is in 
Saudi Arabia. 


US drought 
could affect 
economic 
growth 

WASHINGTON, July 16, 
(Reuter): A' devastating drought 
could slow US economic growth 
slightly this year as farm produc- 
tion falls, food prices rise and 
transportation costs soar, a 
report on Friday by President 
Reagan's drought task force 
said 

In its second interim report on 
the impact of the unrelenting 
drought, the interagency task 
force' said economic growth in 
America could be slowed by 0.2 
percentage points. 

The estimate, however, did not 
represent an official revision of 
the government’s forecast of 
three per cent growth in the 1 988 
GNP, said an official with the 
White House council of econ- 
omic advisors. 

“We’re not changing our 
(GNP) estimate. It stands,” the 
official said. 

' Drought 

The drought has already cut 
the US grain crop by 24 per cent, 
and the soybean crop by 13 per 
cent compared to last year. 
“These losses are large and 
irreversible at this point,” the 
report said. • - r- 

Recent light rains have not 
provided significant relief to 
crops being raked by record high 
temperatures, and the drought 
has worsened in the eastern com 
belt and the southeast just as 
crops enter a critical growth 
stage. 

However, the report said, total 
grain supplies are sufficient to 
meet US and foreign demand, 
although prices will be higher. 

Exports of US grains in 1988/ 
89 are projected to fall by 10 per 
cent from the previous season to 
87.0 million tonnes. The report 
said US officials have assured 
foreign customers that trade will 
not be cut off because of the 
drought. 

Manila expands 
food production 

AGRICULTURAL production 
in .the Philippines will expand 
farmers' incomes will increase 
and the country will progress 
toward food self-sufficiency 
because of a nationwide irriga- 
tion project. The World Bank is 
supporting the project with a $45 
million loan. 

The $60.2 million project will 
improve operations ana main- 
tenance of the country's national 
irrigation system (NTS) and is 
expected to directly benefit 
about 430,000 farm families, or 
Z6 million people, according to 
World Bank News. 


Money supply growth slows further 


THE month of May witnessed 
several monetary developments 
including the following develop- 
ments in money supply, local 
bank activity, interest rates in the 
money markets, the KD 
exchange rate and thepubliedebt 
instruments as follows: 

In May, the decline rate in 
money supply decelerated to 0.1 
per cent against 0.9 per cent in the 
previous month. This decelera- 
tion resulted from the mixed per- 
formance of rates of change in 
money supply components. 
While sight deposits, time 
deposits, certificates of deposits 
and deposits denominated in 
foreign currencies decreased by 
2.3 percent, 0.6 per cent, I7.4per 
cent and 0. 1 percent respectively, 
both currency in circulation and 
savings deposits increased by 4.8 
per cent and I per cent respec- 
tively, according to Central Bank 
of Kuwait's Monthly Monetary 
Review. 

The aggregate balance sheet of 
local banks declined by 0.3 per 
cent to KD 1 2,569 million against 
KD 12,607 million in i he 
previous month. 


On the side of assets, this 
decline came as a result of a 
decrease in banks’ balances and 
deposits with the Central Bank 
by 63.2 percent (KD 142 million) 
pi us a slight decline (0.2 per cent) 
in the value of local credit 
facilities and an increase in their 
local investments (mostly; public 
debt instruments) at a value of 
KD I2S million. It can be noted 
that commercial bank holdings 
of these instruments increased by 
KD 133 million to reach KDT65 
million. 

Decline 

On the side of liabilities, the 
decline in local bank balance 
sheet was concentrated in foreign 
liabilities (4.9 per cent) and at a 
lesser degree (2.4 per cent} i.v 
government deposits, while 
private sector deposits realised a 
relative increase of 0.9 per cent 
(KD 40 million). The decline in 
foreign claims on Joca I banks ai a 
rate (4.9 per cent) higher than the 
decline in their foreign assets (0.3 
per cent) led to an increase of 4.6 
percent in their net foreign assets 
over (be previous month. 

Further on the side of 


. liabilities, an increase was 
noticed in the CBK claims on 
local banks in the form of dis- 
counting commercial papers, 
which increased in May by 28. 1 
percent(KD71 million) over the 
previous month. 

The average K D exchange rate 
witnessed a relative decline 
against the dollar due to its 
decrease by 0. 1 6 per cent (against 
an increase of 0.5 percent m the 
previous month). The dollar 
exchange rate ranged between 
273.45 fils and 274.63 fils, a mon- 
thly average of 274.07 fils. 

Against other major curren- 
cies the KD exchange rate real- 
ised a relative improvement in 
general. Except for its slight 
decline (0.39 per cent) against the 
Japanese yen. the KD exchange 
rate improved at varied rales, the 
highest (1.45 per cent) of which 
was against the Swiss franc and 
the lowest (0.16 per cent) being 
against the pound sterling, 
whereas these rates amounted to 
0.9 per cent, 0.76 per cent and 
0.71 per cent against the Italian 
lira, the Deutsche mark and the 
French franc respectively. 


Oil prices firm slightly 


LONDON, July 16, (Reuter): 
Crude oil prices were firmer on 
world spot markets on Friday, 
. but business remained choppy 
and the tone was mixed and 
nervous, traders said. 

Prices rose around 20 cents per 
barrel late in US trade oxiThurs- 
day, and the gains were extended 
in Europe on Friday, before sen- 
timent weakened towards the 
close. 

The gains were prompted by 
technical buying, and a back- 
ground of confused market fun- 
damentals. 

Gains 

Traders said that US 
operators, notably the “Wall 
Street refiners” — big financial 
institutions which lave become 
increasingly involved in oil trad- 
ing in recent years — have been 
selling contracts on the gasoline 
futures markets and balancing 
positions by buying on the crude 
oil futures markets. 

This led on Thursday to short- 
term gains on the Crude contract 
on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange, the main US oil 
futures exchange, and other 
prices on the world spot oil mark- 


ets were dragged up as well. 
However, the week ended as it 
had begun on a weak note with 
early technical gains evaporat- 
ing. 

Prices fell sharply early in the 
week as traders became 
increasingly concerned about 
high levels of crude arriving on 
the market. But by Friday, 
traders had decided that the sup- 
ply/d emand picture was becom- 
ing increasingly confused. 

Extra crude from the Middle 
East has been coming to north- 
western Europe to cover a.shor- 
fali caused by the Piper Alpha 
platform disaster in the North 
Sea. The platform explosion a 
week ago led to the closure of the 
entire flotLa system, which 
accounts for an estimated 12 per 
cent of UK North Sea output. 

Among these grades not 
regularly offered in Europe are 
Kuwait and pubai crudes, which 
are competing with supplies 
from Saudi Arabia and Iran. But 
market opinions differed as to 
whether (his would fill the gap 
left by the Piper Alpha blast or 
put further pressure on spot 
prices.

Saudis reaffirm denial 
of oil output increase 

RIYADH. Saadi Arabia, July IMAP): Saudi Arabia issued its 
second denial in as many days on Thursday over oil market talk 
that the kingdom intends to boost production to meet the bill for a 
recently signed multi-bfition-doOnr arms deal with Britain. The 
kingdom, in a statement distributed by the official Saudi Pn» 
Agency, charged that it was the victim of an “artificial informa- 
tion campaign ... by ml brokers and their agents in the market.” 
“The kingdom strongly denies the truth of such charges and 
wishes to reaffirm its full commitment to its assigned level of 
production by OPEC,” the statement said. “We find that certain 
circles are still in s is tin g on charging the kingdom with the fall in 
ofi prices as a resaJt ofthe British arms dead,” said the statement 
attributed to an aridentified “responsible somoe.” Ob Wednes- 
day, Oil Minister Hisfaam Nazer issued a statenent denying talk 
that the kingdom wonld rase its oil production to cover the cost of 
the deal for UK-made Tornado jet lighters, other mifitary equip- 
ment and construction projects reportedly worth at least $17 
billion. A “memorandum of nndexaudsag" on the Saudi-UK 
arms deal was signed on July 3 and reports stated that Saudi 
Arabia intended to pay for (be aims with ofi. Rumours of Saudi 
over-production were fuelled by Saudi Arabia’s apparent partial 
settlement of an earlier arms deal with Britain through oil barters. 

Nazer stressed his country's commitment to its Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries daBy quota of 4343 million 
barrels and called on toe other member states to respect their 
assigned production levels. He abo urged oil producer* outside 
the organisation to emtaii their output m the interest of restoring 
stability to the world ofi market. Concerns over OPEC produc- 
tion levels and the Saodi-UK anus deal were cited by dealers. 

IFAD loan to help rural 
credit scheme in Tonga 

ROME, July 16. (OPECNA): The International Fund for 
Agricultural Development (IFAD) will help a rural credit scheme 
in the South Pacific island kingdom ofToi^a with a loan of 52. 30 
million under m agreement signed here on Wednesday. The 
scheme was launched in 1984 with co-financing from IFAD. 
worthS I mflUon, and similar assistance from the Asian Develop- 
ment Bank. The expansion is aimed at extending a credit scheme 
initiated by the Tonga Development Bank. The bank intends to 
make toe financial viability of the enterprise its basic lending 
criterion, rather than the collateral offered. 

.The poorer section of the population, including small landless 
farmers, young peasants with limited assets, fishermen and 
women's groups will also benefit from the project. 

The bank will also offer credits to small holders of crops such as 
yam, taro, vegetable and water melon, while sub-loans arc to be 
made available for fishermen to purchase equipment, motor and 
vessels. 

Group sub-loans are also to be extended to women's group for 
agricultural and handicraft activities. 

American oil imports 
continue to rise 

NEW YORK, July 16, (OPECNA): US oil imports continued to 
rise in the first six months of 1988, with foreign shipments 
accounting for 41 per cent of coaaunption, the American 
Petroleum Institute (API) said on Wednesday. The institute said 
imports for the first half of last year accounted for 37 per cent of 
demand. The increase this year was attributed to greater con- 
sumption coupled with lower domestic production. The institute 
said overall consumption rose by 23 per cent, slightly higher than 
toe increase in the previous six months and more than twice the 
expected growth. 

At the same time, with global prices far lower than thev were 
two years ago, domestic consumption feD 23 per cent. 

Edward Murphy', API director of finance, accounting and 
statistics, said the rise in oil imports might also have been caused 
by inventory buOd-ups because of a fear of higher prices. 

US dependence on ofi imports was the highest in 1977 at 47 per 
cent and the lowest in 1982 and 1983 at around 31 per cent.

Farm subsidy proposals 
get mixed reception 


GENEVA, Inly 16. < Reuter J: 
Ddegates at world trade talks 
gare a mixed rccep tkm on Thurs- 
day to new proposals by 14 fans 
exporting nations aimed at !iy- 
ing to end a deadlock on phasing 
out agricultural subsidies. 

The United Slates and the 
European Economic Corma un- 
ity asked that the 14-nation 
Cairns Group, which includes 
Argentina, Australia. Brazil. 
Canada and New Zealand, be 
morespecific. 

Japan and Switzerland had 
some critidsns of the new ideas, 
presented on Wednesday in the 
Uruguay round of free trade 
talks being held trad er the Gen- 
eral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT). 

Measures 

fbc Cairns Group called for 
ending agricultural subsidies bv 
the year 2000. starting with a 
freeze at end- 1988. fialso sugges- 
ted cutting subsidies by 10 per 
cent in 1989 and m 1990. 

A year ago President Reagan 
proposed eliminating all agricul- 
tural support by the end of the 
century, buz the US plan did not 
include any short-term 
measures. 

On the other hand, the 12- 
nation EEC has refused to aban- 
don its export subsidies entirely 
and has proposed short-term 
measures in three sectors — 


cereals, sugar and dairy 
products. 

Daniel Amslutz, chief US 
fans negotiator, told Renters: 
“We welcome their paper, it 
shows a lo! of work.” 

Bui he added: “They offer no 
spodfics for the long-term. They 
just say let's agree to negotiate. 
An agreement to negotiate in the 
longterm is what we have now 
— that's not enough." 

Asked if the Cairns Group 
plan could be a bridge between 
opposing views held by the 
United States and European 
Economic Community, he said: 
*Tt can be no more than the 
beginning of a bridge." 

The basic difference in the 
negotiations is that the United 
Stales stresses that all subsidies 
must be scrapped by the end of 
Ihe century. The EEC caBs that 
unrealistic. 

Rolf Muhler, EEC deputy 
director of agriculture, said the 
Cairns proposal to end all sub- 
sidies went beyond the language 
of a ministerial declaration 
which launched the Uruguay 
round in the U ruguayan resort of 
Punta Del Este in 1986. 

Japan called for a gradual 
process of transition to remove 
curbs on access to markets. 

The next meeting of the 
agricultural negotiating group is 
expected in October.

LONDON, July 16, (Reuter); A 
meeting of the chainnen of the 
English Soccer League's First 
and Second Division dubs yes- 
terday agreed to ignore the threat 
of a breakaway ‘Super League' 
and accept a £47 million ($78 
million) television deal. 

The chairmen, meeting in Lon- 
don to discuss the dispute over 
television and its income which 
threatens tosplit the League in its 
cep tenary year, decided to 
recommend the acceptance of the 
British Broadcasting Corpora-, 
tion (BBC) and British Satellite 
Broadcasting (BSB) offer to an 
extraordinary general meeting of 
the League on August 8. 

Ten rebel major First Division 
clubs were prevented from sign- 
ing an exclusive £52 million 
($86.3 m) deal on Wednesday 
with the independent television 
network (ITV) when the League 
obtained a high court injunction. 

Creation 

If the 10 rebel clubs — Liver- 
pool, Everton, Manchester 
United, Tottenham, Arsenal, 
West Ham, Nottingham Forest, 
Aston Villa, Sheffield Wednes- 
day and Newscastle — had sig- 
ned the deal, it would have led 
almost certainly to the creation 
of a breakaway Super League. 

The injunction lasts for only 
seven days until next Tuesday, 
but the Leaguehas decided to ask 
the rebel clubs to give an under- 
taking that they will not sign any 
separate deal before August 8. 

At the general meeting next 
monih the dubs will be asked to 
approve a new regulation requir- 
ing three years' notice from any 
club intending to leave the 
League or the payment of sub- 
stantial damages. 

League manage ment commit- 
tee member Jack Duimett said: 
“If the elute accept the BSB deal 
there is the possibility of a break- 
way- But, on the assumption that 
the three-year rule is passed, they 
would have to pay damages to the 
League."

Wallabies let world champions off the hook 


All Blacks force thrilling 19-19 draw 


BRISBANE, July 16, (Reuter): 
New Zealand, 10 points down at 
halftime; recovered to salvage a 
19-1 9 draw against a rejuvenated 
Australia , in the second rugby 
union Test today. 

- New Zealand looked anything 
but world champions in the first 
40 minutes in the face of a 
Wallaby whirlwind which resul- 
ted in tries for winger Ian 
Williams and centre James 
GranL- 

But the All Blades, trailing 6- 
16 at halftime, came to life after 
tiie interval. A stream of first 
class possession launched wave 
after waVe of black jerseys 
■against the Australian defence. 
and it eventually cracked. 

Winger Terry Wright scored a 
simplfrtry after 10 minutes of All 
Black pressure finally yielded a 
huge overlap, and Grant Fox’s 
conversion made the score 1 6- 1 2. 

Fox took his Test points tally 
to 196 and his side to within one 
point of the Wallabies with a 
65th-mmute penalty. But full- 
back Andrew Lee d s, who had an 
inspirational game, replied with 


another penalty to put Australia 
19-15 ahead. 

Amid unbelievable tension the 
All Blacks, yet to lose since win- 
ning the World Cup last year, 
threw everything they had at the 
home side. 

John Kirwan left David Cam- 
pese for dead on the right wing 
but was hauled into touch by his 
collar inches from the line by a 
stretching Steve Cutler. 

The New Zealand attack could 
not be denied, however. Five 
minutes from time Kirwan cut 
back inside on the 25-metre line 
and scythed through to score his 
'21st international try. 

* ‘ : Ftfx.' tfiifbest pTaceETcker' in* 
world rugby, took an age over 
the conversion. But his attempt 
went wide and Australia's 
bravery was rewarded with only 
the fifth draws in 85 games bet- 
ween the two countries. 

Australia, who let in three tries 
in the first 1 1 minutes of the first 
Test, started nervously but once 
Fox missed an early penalty they 
took control. 


The return of flanker Jeff 
Miller added zest to their scrum 
and for the first time on Lour the 
All Blacks were outplayed in the 
rucks and mauls. 

Leeds, who was faultless under 
a hail of Fox high kicks, put his 
side 3-0 up before captain Nick 
Farr-Jones engineered aslick try. 

Number eighL Tun Gavin fed 
Farr-Jones from a scrum 10 
metres out The scrum half went 
wide before feeding inside to win- 
ger Ian Williams who ran 
through untouched to score. 

New Zealand replied with a try 
when Fox was hauled down a few 
metres short after a five-metre 
scrum and flanker Michael Jones 
dived over. Fox converted. 

An injury to Wallaby inside 
centre Michael Cook forced a 
reshuffle with Stephen James 
coming on at fiyhalf and 
debutant fiyhalf Lloyd Walker 
moving to inside centre. 

But the home three-quarters 
retained their sharpness and they 
became the first side to score two 
tries against New Zealand in two 
years when Grant accelerated 


past Joe Stanley to score. 

Leeds converted and added 
an other penalty right od halftime 
after the All Blacks, showing an 
uncharacteristic lack of control, 
argued with referee Brian Ander- 
son from Scotland. 

New Zealand lead the three- 
malch series 1-0. The final Test is 
in Sydney on July 30.

China seeks to repeat 1 984 triumphs 


BEUING, July 16, (AP): China 
is sending its largest Olympic 
team ever to the summer Games 
in Seoul in an ambitious bid to 
repeat its stunning triumph at the 
Los Angeles Games four years 
ago. 

In 1984, China returned to the 
Olympics after more than three 
decades on the sidelines and 
emerged as a major sports power 
by capturing 32 medals, 15 of 
them gold. Only the United 
States, Romania and West Ger- 
many did better. 

This time the competition will 
be stiff er with the entry of teams 
from the Soviet Union and East 
Europe which boycotted the 
1984 event. China's sports 
officials have set more modest 
medal targets. 


The Chinese will face world- 
class Soviet and East European 
athletes in such events as weight- 
lifting, gymnastics and shooting, 
which produced the bulk of 
Chinese gold four years ago. 

The official Xinhua news 
agency estimated that the 301 
Chinese athletes, up from 225 in 
Los Angeles, will garner about 30 
medals in Seoul, with only eight 
to 12 golds. China will compete 
in 20 of 23 events. 

Several 

Still* the Chinese may surprise 
themselves, and their competi- 
tion. 

While China may lose ground 
in gymnastics and shooting, it 
will field formidable medal-win- 
ning teams in diving, weightlift- 
ing, fencing, volleyball and 


women's archery. 

Several Chinese women swim- 
mers will be medal contenders, 
the diving team is overflowing 
with talent, and table tennis — a 
sport in which China is 
unrivalled — will be an Olympic 
event for the first time. 

China's rise to sports promin- 
ence comes only a dozen years 
•after the end of the decade-long 
Cultural Revolution, when the 
leftists in power linked sports to 
bourgeois decadence and the 
national sports programme 
collapsed. 

After the rise of pragmatic 
leader Deng Xiaoping in the late 
1970s, however, China came to 
see sports as a vehicle for winni ng 
international prestige and 
promoting national spirit.

Joyner-Kersee set 
to break world mark 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 16, 
(Reuter): Jackie Joyner-Kersee 
appeared ready to break her 
world record in the women's hep- 
tathlon after setting a world hep- 
tathlon first day best and two 
American heptathlon marks on 
the opening day of the event at 
the US Olympic trials yesterday. 

Her 4,367 points were the best 
ever on the first day of the event 
and put her 722 points ahead of 
her pace set in establishing the 
world record of 7,158 points in 
1986. 


Fastest 


“My job now is to keep her 
under 7,300 points,” Bob Ker- 
see, her husband and coach, said 
jokingly after Joyner-Kersee had 
run the 200 metres in 22.30 
seconds, the fastest ever by a hep- 
tathlete. 

East German Alike Behmer 
had set the previous best of 22.73 
seconds earlier this year. 

"It's possible — 7,300 points ” 
said Joyner-Kersee, who also 
had personal heptathlon bests of 
12.71 seconds in the 100-metre 
hurdles and 1.93 metres in the 
high jump and put the shot 15.65 
metres despite throwing into the 
rain. The hurdles and high jump 
performances were US heptath- 
lon records. 

“I hope to open in the long 
jump by going at least 7.15 
metres and I’m confident this 
year of my javelin throw and the 
800 metres.” Joyner-Kersee, the 
US record holder in the long 
jump, said in discussing today’s 
final three events of the competi- 
tion. 

“If she can leap at least 7.14 
metres in the long jump and take 


the javelin and 800 in stride, shell 
break the world record,” Kersee 
said. “I know she has a 2,900- 
point second-day in her. 

Earlier yesterday, Carl Lewis 
put on the most impressive one- 
day performance ever by a 100 
metres runner when he twice ran 
9.96 seconds in preliminary 
rounds. 

No other athlete on record has 
ever run the 100 metres in less 
than 10.00 seconds twice on the 
same day, meeting officials said. 

Lewis's second 100 came 
about eight hours after the first 
and enabled him to twice equal 
history's seventh fastest time in 
lheevenL 

US stars Edwin Moses and 
Mary Decker Slaney also advan- 
ced easily on the first day of the 
nine-day meeting that will decide 
the US team for Seoul. 

Moses, almost walking five 
metres before the finish, won his 
round of the 400 metres hurdles 
in 49.31 seconds. 

Kevin Young, a strong pos- 
sibility to make the US team with 
1984 Olympians Moses and 
Danny Harris, equalled the 
second fastest 400 metres hurdles 
time of the year. He won the first 
heat in 48.27 seconds. Harris 
won one in 48.91 seconds. 

Clocked 

Slaney, beginning her quest 
for an Olympic spot in the 3,000 
metres, clocked nine minutes, 
4.35 seconds in a preliminary 
round. 

In the day's only finah Randy 
Barnes, Gregg Tafralis and Jim 
Doehring won berths on theTJS 
team by finishing 1-2-3 in die 
men's shot puL Barnes had the 
best mark — 21.88 metres.
